Houses in Green Belt Rejected 


THE DECISION of the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government not to allow a pro- 
posal to erect houses and make roads on 
two sites adjoining Wentworth golf 
course, Surrey, was announced on Tues- 
day. 

The proposed developers, Wentworth 
Estates Ltd., had appealed against a re- 
fusal of planning permission and an in- 
quiry was held by the Ministry in Janu- 
ary. The application was for the erec- 
tion of about 100 houses and the laying 
out of roads at Scrubs Hill-lane, Virginia 
Water, and on land east of Heather-drive, 
Sunningdale, a total area of about 40 
acres. 

The Ministry inspector states that the 
proposal, if allowed, would extend exist- 
ing development on to open land in the 
green belt in such a manner that the pre- 
sent rural background and the view from 
many vantage points would be adversely 
affected. In his opinion the magnitude 
and the siting of the proposal, involving 
a substantial incursion into the green 
belt, rule out the possibility of an excep- 
tion being made to the green belt policy 
outlined in the Surrey County Develop- 
ment Plan. 

The Minister has accepted his recom- 
mendation that the appeal be dismissed. 


Windmill Preservation Scheme 


A SCHEME to preserve and restore the well- 
known Norfolk windmills and wind 
pumps, particularly on the marshes 
around the Broads, is planned by Nor- 
folk County Planning Committee. A re- 
port to go to Norfolk County Council 
meeting tomorrow (April 2) states that 
the committee want to restore 18 mills 
and pumps of historic interest. Assistance 
has been promised by the Ministry of 
Works.

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London’s Plan Under Review 


TOWN PLANNING legislation since the war has been some- 
thing of a see-saw, particularly in regard to such vexed 
questions as those surrounding the whole subject of com- 
pensation. But one of the features introduced in 1947 
which has stood the test of time up to now, and still 
appears to be an excellent provision, is that development 
plans shall be reviewed at least once in every five years. 
So it was on March 10 this year that the London County 
Council submitted its first review to the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government. 

Apart from the maps now issued there are three pvin- 
cipal documents, being the written statement, a volume 
of statistics, and a beautifully produced county planning 
report, on sale at a price of fifty shillings. The high stan- 
dard of production will be welcomed, even at the price, 
and may well be a source of envy to other planning authori- 
ties whose resources are more limited. for it helps con- 
siderably in placing the LCC’s work and ideas before the 
public. In addition to the formal documents there is a 
non-technical booklet ‘New Sights of London’ (at half 
a crown) which presents an impressive record of recent 
achievements and future intentions. and there has been 
an exhibition with the same title at the Cevlon Tea Centre. 
in Lower Regent-street. 

Running like an undercurrent beneath the whole brave 
show is, of course, the story of London’s continuing 


struggle against congestion. It is still an uphill struggle 
to find space for housing, to restrain the increase of day- 
time population crowding in to the centre to work, and 
generally to cope with the growing traffic which tends 
inexorably to strangle the Capital’s efficiency. In regard 
to these intractable problems the purpose of the plan is 
to clarify issues and simplify the approach to action.

an example to be followed—as well as relieve congestion in 
transport. 

At the same time, residential sites in London are hard 
to find and still harder to create. It is for this reason 
that the review proposes certain increases of residential 
density, such as a new zone for 170 persons per acre, and 
a special formula for higher densities in places where they 
will not prejudice the open space standard of 24 acres 
per 1,000 population. In the meantime, overspill schemes 
will proceed as planned in order to provide London with 
elbow room for redevelopment; and it appears that the 
LCC is sanguine about building its much-opposed New 
Town at Hook, judging from mention of its hopes that it 
will be half-finished by 1972. 

The continual increase of employment in London is 
clearly due to office jobs, for between 1954 and 1957 fac- 
tory employment diminished by over 18,000 persons. The 
increase in office employment occurs particularly in Central 
London, at a rate of 15,000 persons each year, which is 
an annual increase of about 1} per cent., or double the 
national average. Between 1952 and 1958 people arriving 
daily in Central London by public and private transport 
increased by 68,000. 

It was apparently in 1954 following the relaxation of 
building controls that the real boom in office building 
began. In 1954 approval was granted to nearly 7 million 
square feet of new office space, followed in 1955 by 6 
million. Yearly approvals have since then gradually been 
reduced, but current figures are still higher than anything 
needed merely for replacement of property demolished as 
obsolete. Since there is a time lag between the grant- 
ing of approval and actual commencement of building, 
the disturbing increases already experienced in the daily 
influx of workers seem quite unlikely to diminish for some 
years yet. This must remain the most critical point in 
London’s planning during the review period. Therefore 
the review plan’s efforts to strengthen control by requiring 
applicants in the West End to justify their actual build- 
ing proposals in the light of a restrictive policy are wel- 
come. It will rightly make it more difficult to establish 
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new sources of employment in that part of inner London. 

The way the nettle has been grasped in the West End 
makes it the more difficult to understand complementary 
proposals which the LCC now makes to allow new office 
zones in suburban centres. These may be called outlying 
centres in relation to the west end and the city. But they 
are still in London County and within Abercrombie’s old 
inner urban ring, in which there is an excess of employ- 
ment and a dire need to reduce congestion. The policy 
now declared by the LCC is sharply at variance in this 
respect with the policy being pursued by Middlesex and 
other home counties. They are restraining office develop- 
ment in locations further out than the LCC boundary, in 
order to stop the increase of employment throughout the 
inner urban ring (which spreads well outside the LCC 
boundary) and encourage employment further out in the 
suburbs, where such large numbers of office workers 
already live. There is thus an anomaly in the LCC review 
plan, which will perhaps receive attention at the public 
inquiry before the Minister approves it. 

The plan against traffic congestion, apart from the basic 
policy of reducing the need for daily ebb and flow, has 
two main prongs. On the one hand, control of develop- 
ment will aim to make new developments provide their 
own necessary parking space, according to more stringent 
standards. On the other hand, there is a progressive pro- 
gramme for road improvements. For example, various 
parts of the inner circular route are to be undertaken, 
including dual carriageways at Park-lane and the new 
junctions at Marble Arch and Hyde Park Corner. It is 
estimated that by 1972 some £1,000 million of public 
money alone will have been invested in 20 years of planned 
redevelopment, and that London is being rebuilt at the 
rate of 14 acres a week. 

The wide publicity being given to the review should do 
much to focus attention on the plan’s main policies. It 
is these which are apt to be forgotten, both by architect 
and builder, intent upon their individual schemes. But | 
only by fitting every scheme to the framework of a larger 
picture will London, the unique city, build on towards 
better days.

AFTER A SUCCESSFUL RUN of 26 weeks 
the present series of radio programmes 
on ‘ Building Matters’ (Network Three) 
came to an end on Tuesday evening with 
a particularly lively discussion on ‘ Build- 
ing High,’ in which Mr. Basil Spence, 
PRIBA, took part. At the outset of the 
series there seemed to be some risk of 
the programmes lapsing into dullness 
owing to a tendency to use the BRS 
Digest type of material which, however 
useful in itself, lends itself more to the 
written than to the spoken word, and 
there was a certain amount of frank 
criticism in our columns by listeners for 
this and other reasons. 


With the adoption of the discussion 


technique for the majority of the 
succeeding programmes however, the 
series gained and retained a _ high 


standard of liveliness, and the level of 
variety and interest aroused was remark- 
able, as may be recalled by a glance at 
some of the subjects dealt with, such as 
the All-in Service, the fight for original

the beautiful setting it provided, able 
to hold its own with the two buildings 
with which it had to be shared, and at 
the same time to create, in conjunction 
with them, a coherent landscape. It 
was in successfully fitting the building 
on to the site, and in making sufficiently 
imaginative use of the opportunities it 
offered, that many otherwise well 
planned designs failed. Compared with 
the proper use of the site, the planning 
of the required office accommodation 
presented no 
although not 


exceptional problems, 

many competitors 
managed to achieve good lighting, easy 
circulation, the necessary flexibility and 
convenient grouping of departments all 
at the same time. 


Most of the designs submitted con- 
formed to one of three types of layout: 
the quadrangle, the slab and the tower. 
There were, however, a number of 
departures from these three types, in- 
cluding the second and third prize- 
winners, and several others of the more 
interesting entries. Of those that found 
a solution wholly their own, perhaps 
the most notable was No. 48, a pure 
glass pyramid just over 100 feet high. 
It was much more than the stunt such 
a design might seem at first glance, and 
demanded to be taken seriously. On 
close examination it disclosed a number 
of impressive qualities, though not all 
the qualities needed. 


Of the three main types of layout, 
there were several brave attempts at the 
tower plan, but they were out of scale 
with the surroundings and failed to 
compose well with the existing build- 
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ings. A tower, moreover, with its small 
area, made it necessary to distribute 
departments over several floors. In 
spite of its obvious advantages in free- 
ing ground-space, it was clear to the 
assessors that a tower-building was not 
the answer. 


None of the attempts at a slab plan, 
parallel with the Crescent, was very 
successful in spite of its advantages in 
the way of simplicity, largely because it 
spoilt the openness of the Crescent, 
interrupted the delightful views across 
the site and, in order to get the accom- 
modation into this plan, it was neces- 
sary to rise to a height greater than that 
of the existing County Hall. 


The quadrangular plans were, on the 
whole, the most successful, and lent 
themselves well to the efficient layout 
of the accommodation asked for. But 
they needed careful handling because 
they tended to occupy a lot of ground 
and to cut into the landscaping of the 
site in a rigid and unsympathetic way. 


Both the commended designs had a 
quadrangular plan. No. 57, an impec- 
cable example of the Miesian aesthetic, 
was presented in a beautiful set of 
drawings. This design, like No. 48 and 
one or two others, adopted the quite 
legitimate principle of isolating itself 
completely from the romantic landscape 
round it, instead of co-operating with 
it, and it emphasised the contrast by 
preserving the little gothic houses on 
the southern side. The design was cold, 
final and efficient, but lacked the 
imaginative inter-penetration of spaces 
achieved by some others, notably the 
winner. No. 12, the other commended 
design, had some attractive qualities, 
especially in the character and scale of 
the elevations, which were low (an 
added advantage especially on the 
Crescent side) owing to the spread-out 
nature of the plan. But this had its 
own drawbacks; it filled the ground- 
space right up to Shire Hall, and intro- 
duced an angular two-storey car-park 
into the area behind the 
County Hall.

Design No. 70, placed third, appealed 
to the assessors enormously and was 
nearly a brilliant winner. In the form 


was capable of creating a real work of 
art. 

The obvious disadvantages of the 
radial plan in the way of loss of 
flexibility and the inevitable wedge 
shape of the rooms could, the assessors 
felt, have been outweighed by the 
design’s many advantages, but when 
they came to analyse the design in 
detail they found faults of planning and 
circulation, and other weaknesses in the 
realisation of the idea. 

No. 33, the second prizewinner, 
though less imaginative, was extremely 
efficient, with the deceptive simplicity 
of the thoroughly worked-out plan. The 
arrangement of the accommodation in 
two wings, one along the Crescent and 
one, the higher, at right-angles, worked 
very well. 

The winning design, No. 65, was 
presented in a set of drawings much less 
attractive than some, and its outstand- 
ing qualities only emerged as_ the

assessors studied it closely. By con- 
trast with many of the designs already 
referred to, it interfered very little with 
the present modelling of the site and set 
a quadrangular building down on it in 
such a way as to allow the landscape to 
flow beneath it. This was achieved by 
an open ground floor, which freed the 
site in a brilliant way and promised to 
provide ground-level spaces that would 
be delightful to walk about in. 


The planning of the accommodation 
on the three upper floors promised 
agreeable and well lighted suites of 
offices. A clever and justifiable device 
was the combination of a vertical with 
the orthodox horizontal grouping of 
departments on the two upper floors— 
what might be described as a maison- 
ette type of planning. The winner’s 
elevations were more tentative than 
some, but showed sensitivity and the 
promise of development into a building 
of real character.

The structural frame and floors are 
of in-situ reinforced concrete on a grid 
of 19 ft.

Cut Fee Proposal; The Future of Quantity Surveying ; 
Permanent Employment of Operatives 


Cut Fee Proposal 


Sirk,—A letter regarding development of 
a number of sites has been sent to a 
number of members by a public property 
company. This gives two sets of terms, 
either of which the Architect is ‘at 
liberty to choose.’ The terms are: 

(a) 44 per cent of full RIBA Scale 
and their conditions of payment and 
employment, or 

(b) a net 6 per cent of the contract 
price if and when a building is 
erected. 

Payment of fees would be deferred 
and would be made on the issue of 
certificates at a net rate of 6 per cent 
of the contract prices, and this would 
be the limit of the company’s liability 
on any job. 

If a scheme is not proceeded with, 
becomes abortive or is abandoned, or if 
the site is sold at any stage, no fees at 
all are payable, and this, says the com- 
pany, is a risk the architect must take. If 
a site is sold the company would try to 
persuade the new owners to retain the 
architect, without disclosing the afore- 
mentioned terms, but the company itself 
would not then be liable for any fees if 
they fail to do so. In any event the 
architect will only be fully instructed by 
the company if they intend to complete 
a development. 

The Council of the Institute deprecate 


such a letter, and all that it implies in 
offering tempting work at cut fees. Mem- 
bers of the Institute have been advised 
not to accept these terms, as to do so 
would be a contravention of the Code of 
Professional Conduct by working for fees 
less than those defined in the accepted 
Scale of Fees.

New Proposal for Siting an Inner Relief Road for the City of Oxford 


Details were given in our 
last issue (p. 588) of the 
scheme for an _ Inner 
Relief Road for Oxford, 
prepared by the City 
Architect, Mr. E. G. 
Chandler, and recom- 
mended by the Planning 
Committee for accep- 
tance by the City Coun- 
cil at its meeting on 
Monday next, April 4.

W. Curtis Green, RA, FRIBA; C. Lovett Gill, FRIBA 


THE DEATH TOOK PLACE on March 26 of 
Mr. William Curtis Green, RA, FRIBA, 
at the age of 84. A senior Academician, 
Royal Gold Medallist in Architecture and 
formerly senior partner of the firm of 
Curtis Green, Son and Lloyd, he held the 
position, in his early professional life, of 
draughtsman to ‘ The Builder.’ 

Born in July 1875, Curtis Green was 
articled to John Belcher and also studied 
at the RA Schools. He commenced in 
practice in 1898 at the age of 23 and 
began on the production of a long line 
of scholarly buildings of which Wolseley 
House, Piccadilly, gained the first medal 
awarded by the RIBA for London street 
architecture. This was in 1922. Other 
works were Westminster Bank, Piccadilly; 
the London Life Assurance building, King 
William-street; Stratton House, Picca- 
dilly; offices in Duke-street for the 
Clerical, Medical and General Assur- 
ance; several branches for Lloyds Bank; 
the Stanmore Housing estate, Winchester; 
Painswick village club; the Church of the 
Good Shepherd, Frensham; and a housing 
estate at Chepstow. 

Later he took into partnership his son, 
Mr. Christopher Green, and Mr. W. A. S. 
Lloyd, with whom he was associated in 
the design of the Dorchester Hotel, Park- 
lane, and the Queen's Hotel, Leeds, as 
well as much other work including the 
Whitehall development scheme; an exten- 
sion of Scotland Yard; the Scottish 
Widows’ office, Cornhill; Stockgrove 
Park, Leighton Buzzard; the Cambridge 
University Press, Euston-road; branches 
for Barclays Bank in Bournemouth, New 
Bond-street and Plymouth; and churches 
at Waddon, Cove and Rough Close. The 
most recent work with which he was 
associated was the Diocesan Training Col- 
lege in the Close at Salisbury. He retired 
from active practice in 1956. 

Curtis Green, who became ARIBA in 
1906, was elected Fellow in 1909. He 
served as vice-President RIBA in 1923-24, 
and at the time of his death was senior 
past-President of the Architectural 
Association, which office he held in 1913- 
14. He was elected Royal Gold Medal- 
list in 1942. He held the distinction of 
Officier d’Academie_ Francaise. First 
elected to Associateship of the Royal 
Academy in 1923, he became an Academi- 
cian ten years later. In his later years 
he would recall that, as a young architect, 
he had held for a time the post of 
draughtsman to ‘ The Builder’ (in which 
he followed that great draughtsman H. W. 
Brewer), adding dryly that the only rea- 
son he got the job was because he was 
prepared to come for less than another 
candidate! His sensitive watercolours 
were frequently hung in the RA summer 
exhibitions. 

Curtis Green did much for his profes- 
sion besides setting an example of 
scholarly, restrained work much needed 
in the years following 1919. He had 
been chairman of the Board of Architec- 
tural Education, a member of the 
Faculty of the British School at Rome, 


and a former member of the RIBA Coun- 
cil. He was a keen supporter of the 
Architects’ Benevolent Society. 

A memorial service will be held in St. 
James’s, Piccadilly at noon on Monday, 
April 4. 


C. Lovett Gill, FRIBA 


WE REGRET TO RECORD the death, which 
took place on March 26, of Mr. Charles 
Lovett Gill, FRIBA, senior partner in the 
firm of C. Lovett Gill & Partners, and 
formerly in partnership with Sir Albert 
Richardson, PPRA. He was 80. 

Lovett Gill was articled to E. G. 
Warren, of Exeter, and studied at the RA 
Schools, being Ashpitel Prizeman in 
1904. He set up in practice in 1908 in 
London, and later joined A. E. Richardson 
in partnership. Together they designed 
many buildings, including work for the 
Duchy of Cornwall estate in Devon; 
Moorgate Hall, EC; the British Foreign 
and Colonial Bank, Gresham-street; 65-68 
Leadenhall-street; the Manchester 
Theatre; the rebuilding of Hugh Town, 
Isles of Scilly; and many other commer- 
cial buildings and private houses. In 
company with Richardson, he was 
awarded the RIBA London Architecture 
Medal in 1931 for St. Margaret’s House, 
Wells-street, Wl. When the partnership 
ended, Gill carried on a thriving prac- 
tice, latterly in association with younger 
partners, and the County and the 
Tavistock Hotels, Bloomsbury, were 
among the buildings designed. 

In 1912 Gill’s design was placed in the 
competition for the new facade to 
Regent-street Quadrant, eventually 
carried out by Blomfield. He also de- 
signed the facade for the Polytechnic 
in Upper Regent-street. He had been an 
examiner for the RIBA and published, 
in conjunction with Richardson, ‘ Lon- 
don Houses from 1660-1820.’ 


Mr. Arthur Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA, con- 
tributes the following memoir: 
WE MOURN CHARLES GILL as a loyal friend, 
a gifted colleague and a man of integrity. 
He never failed in sympathy and was 
always ready to give a helping hand or 
sound advice wherever it was needed, 
whilst his subtle wit was a constant 
source of pleasure and offenceless enter- 
tainment to those who knew him well. 

He had strong likes and dislikes in 
architecture and in pictures and the 
crafts as well. He never swerved from 
his Classic upbringing and could see little 
to praise where scholarship was lacking. 
His mind was as versatile as his know- 
ledge and he was a wonderful com- 
panicn. We worked jointly for a short 
time during the war on a dull job of 
shoring-up basements for the Holborn 
Borough Council, and his indefatigable 
spirit and good humour turned a very 
tedious job into a real pleasure. He 
would sit calmly through the worst air 
raid and only raise his eyebrows at the 
near misses. He could walk round the 
most intricate old building and sketch 
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out the plan almost from memory, and 
he had an uncanny way of seeing things 
which were hidden to most people. 

Although Gill built many large build- 
ings, especially in the City, it is for his 
knowledge of water colours and the 
crafts that we sha!l remember him. He 
made violins and violas. He was always 
working on one and he would get excited 
over the design of a scroll which he 
always seemed to be sketching. Wherever 
he went he was always on the look-out 
for timber and when he saw a piece of 
straight grained pine the right thickness 
and size, he could not be torn away from 
it. He seldom sold his violins but he 
would give them to promising young 
learners. Perhaps his greatest achieve- 
ment in this craft was the viola he 
designed with Lionel Tertis, the great 
exponent on this instrument. Until then 
the size of this instrument had varied, 
but it has now become standard to the 
design they made. I remember seeing 
the full-size details which he showed me 
with great pride, and he took me to the 
first recital given on his instrument, 
which was not varnished. 

He was also an able water colourist 
but never exhibited his work, though he 
constantly visited the minor works of 
others. He was humble in seeking 
criticism, but unstinting in his praise for 
the work of others. One of his early 
studies was of windmills and _ he 
measured up numbers of these. He 
knew their characteristics and could talk 
most fascinatingly about them; he 
passed their drawings and the informa- 
tion he had collected on to a young archi- 
tect in the hope that he would make good 
use of them. Gill had a wide knowledge 
of building construction and applied this 
to his own craftsmanship. If you called 
on him at home you would find him 
making a pair of gates for his local 
church, or repairing the font. 

His two younger partners have always 
been devoted to him and I know he has 
been an inspiration to them as they have 
been a joy to him. I too feel his passing 
as a personal loss and shall miss him 
sadly.

THE PROGRAMME for a new university near Brighton has 
been brought forward so that the first stage will now be 
completed towards the end of 1961. The site is in 
Stanmer Park, and the University Council has approved 
the scheme as a whole and the design of the first two 
buildings, College House and the physics building. 

The design conception of a university which will grow 
is interesting in view of the similar theme of the ‘ dynamic 
city’ discussed by Dr. Doxiadis in his annual discourse 
to the RIBA (‘ The Builder,’ March 18). College House, 
containing common rooms, refectories, etc., and the 
physics building will be followed later by various other 
faculty buildings as the university expands. 

Architecturally, the design draws upon medieval 
sources in a striking, vigorous and individual expression. 
Construction throughout the university is based on 
stressed concrete barrel vaults supported on load-bearing 
walls. The discipline of such a structure ensures a uni- 
form expression of sculptured architecture whatever the 
treatment of any particular facade. The concrete will 
be left as a self-finish, and infill walls have pink Sussex 
facings internally and externally. 

The planning conception is a series of quadrangle 
courts formed by low level buildings, arranged as a pro- 


gression along the site contours. Construction will com- 
mence toward the end of 1960.

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News of the Week 


Honour for President RIBA 


MR. BASIL SPENCE, OBE, ARA, President 
RIBA, and Mr. C. D. Spragg, CBE, have 
just been elected Honorary Members of 
the Institute of Northern Rhodesian 
Architects. This follows the visit which 
Mr. Spence and Mr. Spragg made to 
Northern Rhodesia in the spring of last 
year before Mr. Spragg’s retirement as 
Secretary RIBA. 


New Work for Private Architects 


THE value of new work commissioned of 
private architects in the fourth quarter 
of 1959 increased substantially over the 
level in the corresponding quarter of 
1958, and was one-fifth greater than that 
commissioned in the third quarter of 
1959. This increase over the third 
quarter came largely in private industrial 
building and in offices and banks. 

In announcing these figures, the Royal 
Institute of British Architects has pub- 
lished for the first time a regional analy- 
sis, showing the trend in total new work 
commissioned quarter by quarter since 
the beginning of 1958, for six regions of 
England and for Scotland and Wales 
(combined). This shows the predominant 
share of new work coming to architects’ 
offices in London and the Home Counties, 
which together account for just over half 
of the total. We hope to publish the 
full analysis in an early issue. 


Exhibition of Nervi’s Work 


IN CONNECTION with the presentation of 
the Royal Gold Medal for Architecture, 
1960, to Professor Pier Luigi Nervi, which 
will take place at the RIBA, 66 Portland- 
place, W1, on April 5, an exhibition of his 
work will be shown in the Florence Hall 
of the RIBA Building from April 5 to 12 
(Monday-Friday 10-7, Saturday 10-5). The 
exhibition has been prepared by the 
Cement and Concrete Association and 
will include some of the most recent work 
of Professor Nervi.

Honour for President RIBA 


MR. BASIL SPENCE, OBE, ARA, President 
RIBA, and Mr. C. D. Spragg, CBE, have 
just been elected Honorary Members of 
the Institute of Northern Rhodesian 
Architects.

New Work for Private Architects 


THE value of new work commissioned of 
private architects in the fourth quarter 
of 1959 increased substantially over the 
level in the corresponding quarter of 
1958, and was one-fifth greater than that 
commissioned in the third quarter of 
1959. This increase over the third 
quarter came largely in private industrial 
building and in offices and banks. 

In announcing these figures, the Royal 
Institute of British Architects has pub- 
lished for the first time a regional analy- 
sis, showing the trend in total new work 
commissioned quarter by quarter since 
the beginning of 1958, for six regions of 
England and for Scotland and Wales 
(combined). This shows the predominant 
share of new work coming to architects’ 
offices in London and the Home Counties, 
which together account for just over half 
of the total. We hope to publish the 
full analysis in an early issue.

Salaries cannot be compared with fees 
without taking a host of other matters 
into consideration. If any local govern- 
ment officer does not believe this, I can 
only suggest that he retires from his shel- 
tered nest, enters the rough and tumble 
of private practice with all the little 
awkward and seldom encountered types 
of commission which he has to undertake 
to stay in practice, and finds out for him- 
self.

Permanent Employment of Operatives 


sin,—As you will well appreciate, the 
correspondence in your columns relating 
to the permanent employment of opera- 
tives is one of close interest to us. 

I am particularly interested in the 
suggestions made by Mr. David Burgess 
in your issue of March 18. He rightly 
says that the stumbling block to any pro- 
gress lay in the suggestion of grading 
skills. This kind of grading has been 
the subject of consideration in various 
quarters and at various times, but it is 
clear that we could not lend ourselves to 
such a proposal, for one of the obvious 
objections is in the difficulty of establish- 
ing any kind of criteria by which qualifi- 
cations can be estimated or judged. 

However, on the question of per- 
manent employment it has long been our 


considered opinion that building opera 
tives are entitled to as much security as 
any other worker or employee. We our- 
selves can see no_ insurmountable 
obstacle to the attainment of our objec- 
tive. Like every other kind of progress, 
where the will is present the achievement 
is possible.

sir,—I also have been interested in the 
letters you have published on this sub- 
ject, and agree that the permanent 
employment of the operatives is 
eminently desirable. 

The main objections to the scheme 
referred to by Mr. Burgess (‘ The Builder ’ 
of March 18) were not as stated, but that 
it would have created a privileged class 
of employer who would probably have 
cornered the cream of the labour market, 
together with a privileged class of opera 
tive lucky enough to be enrolled in the 
guild. In addition, there was the 
obvious danger of an operative being 
excluded because he failed to find favour 
with a particular employer for some 
reason, no matter how good a workman 
he may be. 

Could the industry as a whole run such 
a scheme? I doubt it, without legisla- 
tion and a levy on the industry to pay its 
administration costs. Would it not mean 
the registration of the operatives and 
restriction of entry, with the acceptance 
of any operative transferred, including 
the good, indifferent and the bad? Some 
of the larger firms are already endeavour- 
ing, with some success, to provide 
permanent employment for a number of 
their operatives, but experience is teach 
ing us that this can, and does, make the 
casual man more casual. 

No, Sir. Let us face it! The industry 
is not organised for permanent employ- 
ment, and cannot be on its present basis 
of competitive tendering. Government 
departments, local authorities and 
nationalised services are able, in the 
main, to provide permanent employment 
for their operatives. Is not the answer, 
then, that the industry should be 
nationalised? Organised as a social ser 
vice, it would be able to provide per- 
manent employment, and improve the 
status of the building operative, to which 
so many pay lip service.

Safety in Industry 
siR,—On March 4 of this year you 
reported the answers given by a Brains 
Trust sponsored by the London Building 
and Engineering Contractors’ Accident 
Prevention Group to the following 
question: ‘ What action should be taken 
to see that all sub-contracting firms 
comply with Regulation 98 of the Build- 
ing (Safety, Health and Welfare) Regula- 
tions, 1948, i.e., appointment of safety 
officer? ’ 

Some of the answers appear to suggest 
that the main contractor should be 
responsible for seeing that such an 
appointment is made by sub-contractors. 
The Safety, Health and Welfare Commit- 
tee of this Federation appreciates that 
they have, in all probability, had to be 
condensed; but feels that the impression 
they give, as printed, may be misleading. 

Regulation 98 only applies to firms 
employing more than fifty persons at any 
one time. The appointment is designed. 
as the Factories’ Inspectorate has made 
known, to be filled by a principal or 
senior officer of an organisation, who is 
charged with the overall supervision of 
the safety measures taken by his firm and 
with supervising its observance of the 
requirements of the building regulations. 
The appointee is not a site safety officer, 
but a firm’s safety supervisor, and is 
equally concerned with the firm’s head 
quarters and workshops and with all 
sites upon which it may be represented. 

The committee does not see how the 
main contractor can be expected to know 
whether regulation 98 applies to any par 
ticular firm; whether such appointment 
has been made; or whether an appointee 
is carrying out the duties entrusted to 
him. It is not, in the committee’s opinion, 
desirable to push back on to the main 
contractor a legal liability imposed by 
the regulations to which sub-contracting 
firms are subject just as much as main 
contractors. Any failure to comply with 
regulation 98 should, and no doubt will, 
be dealt with by the Factories’ Inspec- 
torate.

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Looking Ahead at the Building Industry 
The Discussion of Mr. Trench’s Paper to the RIBA 


The paper ‘ 


Looking Ahead at the Building Industry,’ given by Mr. Peter 


Trench, OBE, TD, FIOB, to the Royal Institute of British Architects on 


March 22, 


with Mr. Basil Spence, OBE, ARA, President, in the chair, was 
followed by a stimulating discussion. 


Principal points are now reported. 


The paper itself was reported in *‘ The Builder’ of last week. 


MR. DONALD GIBSON, CBE (F): We call 
ourselves architects, but in fact building 
is the thing that we do, and unless we 
can get straight some of the things we 
have heard this evening, architecture is 
not going to be as happy as it might be. I 
would like to pinpoint one or two. Mr. 
Trench’s challenge that it is better we 
should realise that the common market 
in Europe will mean that big building 
contracts will be carried out by other 
nations, in this country and, one hopes, 
by ourselves: this says to me that we 
ought to think a little more largely than 
we do at the moment in our Common- 
wealth Relations Committee, to find our 
own place in the present shrinking world 
of the British Empire and Common- 
wealth. 

Another point I would like to make is 
on the question of the package deal and 
the contract procedures, the things which 
do pretend to see that one’s client is 
getting value for money, the best value 
for money and time. but which are, I 
suspect, often doing the reverse. One 
could get out a summary of the amount 
of design and labour for competitive 
tender; personally I think there are far 
better ways of doing this with assurance 
and hope for private people, and the 
Government ought to be taking steps to 
test these things out by controlled 
experiment. 


Alternative to Package Deal 


First of all, I would say, ‘Why not 
have annual contracts by which some of 
the market can get greater continuity of 
work without people wasting their time 
to try to find jobs?’ I do know of a 
whole group of local authorities now 
building up to £5m. worth every year of 
work on which they get annual tenders 
and the best possible prices, and things 
seem to be working very sensibly. 

On demarcation, one sees this is going 
to be a growing serious problem. If, in 
fact, one gets a more efficient building 
industry and architectural profession 
working with it, there will be fewer 
chaps with spades messing round sites, 
and more work will be done under better 
controlled and more ideal conditions. 
Such things as plastics plumbing, pre- 
stressed concrete planking instead of 
ordinary planking, steel frame erections, 
vibrating foundations, sprayed finishes 
instead of hand-done ones—these and 
other such things will, unless coped with 
intelligently, become problems. 

The real thing Mr. Trench has been 
saying to architects is to put our own 
house in order on education, on the lines 
which he has indicated. There I am 
absolutely with him. Many of you have 
experienced the time spent drawing 
coloured circles, looking at buildings and 


measuring them, preparing history sheets. 
doing lots of working drawings, putting 
twenty windows when we only needed 
one, and never having any cost problems 
associated with any design scheme we do. 
All these things, one suspects, are the 
‘Prix de Rome’ attitude of the ‘ grand 
manner’ architect. I think if one 
senses what is probably happening in the 
LCC and one or two other authorities at 
the moment, what one hopes to see at 
Nottingham and Bristol Universities, 
where there are opportunities for new 
Chairs developing, and the tendencies 
which have started at Liverpool, and now 
at Leeds and Manchester, where some of 
the influences of building in its wider 
sense are finding their outlet in the mix- 
ing with our own profession—there is an 
indication of where we have got to go. 


Education Problems ‘ Must be Solved’ 

The RIBA have asked for a second 
Oxford conference. to have another go 
about this. and decide what they are 
going to do about it. Some of us. most 
of us, know the problems involved and 
they must. in fact. be solved. It is only 
in joint harness that we are going to make 
the best contribution for our clients. We 
cannot go slow for the whole present 
situation, as I see it, is breaking up. I 
am glad it is, because I think what lies 
in store is more healthy, a more exciting 
prospect for all of us, if we can only see 
it that way. 

MR. ROGER WALTERS, ARIBA, seconding 
the vote, said: At the tactical level, what 
can we, as architects, do now, to begin 
to adiust ourselves to the future which 
Mr. Trench has outlined for us? Mr. 
Trench and Mr. Gibson have both 
stressed the key position of education, 
and I agree with them. But if all that 
Mr. Trench has forecast is to happen in 
the next fifty years, this is not enough 
time for us to leave it all to those who 
will follow us. Of the many courses of 
action which are open to us, I would like 
to mention two which seem to me to be 
possible now. 

First, we could recognise that the only 
evolutionary future which awaits us is in 
association with others. We could, per- 
haps, relax our minds a little about our 
profession, and be prepared to say that 
we are not only interdependent with the 
building industry, we are part of it. Far 
from being an intellectual island, it 
seems to me that our profession is 
destined for partial integration with the 
rest of the industry as surely as the 
United Kingdom is with the rest of 
Europe. 


Joint Research Studies 


In the recent reorganisation of the 
Institute, we have selected out certain 
subjects which need immediate study. 


Among these are education, cost plan- 
ning, technical information, and economic 
research. We are already moving towards 
joint education. Could we not move 
towards joint action in other fields also? 
Starting with joint committees, could we 
not work towards setting-up jointly-run 
centres or institutes, where research 
studies could be carried out, where ideas 
and knowledge could accumulate, and to 
which the whole of the industry could 
turn for expert and impartial advice? 
And might not such _ organisations 
eventually tend to come together, towards 
the kind of unified body which Peter 
Trench has suggested? It seems to me 
that in this way we who have had our 
education could begin to direct our 
thoughts towards the more closely inte- 
grated building industry of the future. 

Second, could we not undertake more 
research and development ourselves, not 
only at research centres and universities, 
but in our own architects’ offices, particu- 
larly the larger public offices? Thanks 
to Stirrat Johnson-Marshall and _his 
colleagues at the Ministry of Education, 
we know how to operate a development 
group in a public office. These are 
simply groups in which architects, quan- 
tity surveyors, engineers and others are 
given time to pool their skill in the study 
of the human needs of buildings, the 
technology of building them, and the con- 
trol of building costs. If each develop- 
ment team within a group focuses its 
work on an actual building project, its 
direct output may well be equal to 50 
per cent of that of a normal team. If a 
really substantial number of public offices 
could accept the comparatively modest 
investment involved in running a 
development group, they would find it 
repaid them handsomely in terms of bet- 
ter design and better budgetary control. 
If the knowledge accumulated by such 
groups could be communicated between 
them, and between them and other archi 
tects, and to the schools, it might help 
to secure the lasting goodwill of those 
who control the money we spend. 


Discussion 

MR. S. M. FISK (A): Mr. Trench has 
referred to improved management tech- 
niques and the elimination of waste in 
the use of plant—in short. an increase in 
productivity. The builder has to keep 
his plant and other capital assets which. 
if not constantly in use, are tied up in 
wasteful idleness; but the architect has 
to adopt other means, as he can only 
save in time, his own time and his staff's 
time. If he does this by careful manage- 
ment and design, he will give clearer 
instructions to the builder. One gets the 
feeling, however, that builders perhaps 
have taken the initiative at the moment, 
because of the package deal—and this 
sort of activity by builders is a product 
of boom days—but if we come on leaner 
times, in my view, competitive tendering 
as we knew it will come back in full force 
very quickly. 
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MR. R. MILSTONE (A): Mr. Trench’s 
remark about charges and counter- | 
charges between architect and builder. | 
was rather lightly brushed aside, but it 
would be useful to see how far and how 
deeply it goes into the relations of the | 
architect and the builder. If we are pre- | 
pared to accept that the contractor, if not | 
a professional man, is at least approach- | 
ing the standards of behaviour that we 
like to ascribe to professional men, we | 
must go back and question whether the 
whole contractual procedure of a docu- 
ment based on the Standard Form is still 
necessary. 


‘ Decasualisation Would End 
Demarcation ’ 

MR. H. HEUMANN (Editor of ‘ The Opera- 
tive Builder’): It is not surprising we 
have demarcation problems. This is an 
economic problem. If in the next fifty | 
years we can see the decasualisation of | 
the industry, the demarcation problems 
will disappear automatically. 

MR. WILLIAM ALLEN (A): I would like to 
pay my tribute, first of all. to a splendid 
paper. It will go into all the world and 
be read for a long time, far beyond these 
walls. I was sorry that Mr. Trench did 
not say much more about the Trade | 
Union problems. Although he addressed 
much of his time to us and our problems, | 
for which I think we must be grateful, 
I think we are all really rather concerned 
about the state of labour on building 
sites. It seems to me a very worrying 
thing altogether, and I would have been 
delighted if Mr. Trench had been able 
to devote more time to speculation on 
the unions’ problems and their chance of | 
emerging from them creditably. 

Architectural education was really the 
heart and soul of what he had to say to 
us. He speculated a good deal upon why 
we did not give our backing more 
heartily to joint training during the last 
two or three years when it has been so | 
much in the air. Now it is interesting to 
have this from a builder's point of view, | 
because we have all seen it from the | 
architect’s point of view. We have not | 
backed it hard, perhaps because the 
Institute has not an educational mechan- 
ism of its own, in the sense that it does 
not do any teaching—it can only in- 
directly influence the schools, which are 
largely university bodies, and therefore 
independent. I am sure we could have 
given far more backing to it than we have 
done. I think, Sir, we must confess and | 
recognise that the fault is really with the | 
Board of Architectural Education which | 
we have had until recently. 


The Board ‘ Reformed’ 

I hope everybody realises now that a 
major reform, following the Oxford Con- 
ference, has taken place. The Board, 
which was criticised thirty years ago for 
being far too large and far too representa- | 
tive ever to have any capacity to act 
firmly or quickly. has now become the 
advisory body and executive body much 
smaller in size, and we hope a greater | 
capacity for action has been set up. This

Mixed Development 


The estate, which is roughly triangular 
in shape, will be attractively terraced and

taining maisonettes and flats, as well as 
houses. On the crest of the hill will be 
4 multi-storey blocks—two of 15 storeys 


| and two of 13 storeys, containing one- 


and two-bedroom flats. 
The space around the multi-storey flats 


and the Pye Bank shopping centre will be 
| protected by a glazed structure linking 


the buildings. A promenade _ with 
splendid views over the city and sur- 
rounding moors will thus be provided. 
Other modern features for the tenants’ 
convenience include a communal laundry 
for the tenants of the multi-storey flats, 
wireless and television points in every 
home, and private stores under cover for 
those in flats and maisonettes.

The Construction Programme

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directive to get on with the job of chang- 
ing the whole climate of opinion and the 
whole set of values which schools adopt 
at the present time, which seem deplor- 
ably out of date. They are far behind on 
their technology, very willing but not 
aggressively attacking the problem of 
teaching costs, beset by difficulties which 
have surrounded them for the past 
twenty-five to forty years of their exist- 
ence. Architecture is set up often in the 
wrong Faculty, within the Faculty of 
Arts, itself a symbol of the wrong direc- 
tion which things were taking for such a 
long time, and beset by the low standard 
of entry which we have worked to, also 
beset by the grave difficulties which I 
discussed in my own paper [‘ The 
Builder’ of March 11] of how to teach 
technology in this modern age to archi- 
tects at a strategic level. 

It is a very difficult problem: we can- 
not severely criticise them for not solving 
it more quickly than they have done and 
are doing; but it would be more com- 
forting if they recognised the difficulties 
more clearly than they do at the present 
time. 

MR. CLEEVE BARR (F): Mr. Trench says 
the profession is a part of the building 
industry, and I personally would like 
wholeheartedly to subscribe to that view; 
but the whole profession does not sub- 
scribe to that view, and we have a par- 
ticularly important task in front of the 
Council in the next few years to give a 
lead in the responsibilities of the profes- 
sion within the industry. I would like to 
comment on three points: 

(1) As to architects working in build- 
ing firms: it seems to me the whole idea 
of architects working within building 
contractors’ organisations is much at the 
same stage as architects working for 
local authorities was forty years ago—a 
slightly downtrodden class of chaps, who 
had to fight their way for independence 
and ideas. I welcome the idea that 
architects should be able, within con- 
tracting firms, to become directors. It 
seems to me much the same right as to 
become chief officer in a local government 
office in your own right. 

(2) Joint education: I do not accept, as 
Bill Allen said, that this is the architects’ 
fault that it has not come about. It has 
taken many decades to get builders to 
realise that education for builders is 
necessary at all! It is only very recently 
that the Institute of Builders has begun 
to think of putting its house in order 
from an examination point of view. We 
had the Oxford Conference; they have 
new ideas: we are starting from scratch. 

(3) Mr. Trench excluded house building 
from his paper. I would like to ask Mr. 
Trench why, and does he not hope that 
in the future house building will become 
subject to the same techniques as the rest 
of the building industry? 

MR. W. JAMES (Chairman, RICS Quan- 
tity Surveyors’ Committee): To my mind, 
education is not something which solely 
occurs in a classroom, school] or univer- 
sity. There is the practical aspect of it, 
and to my mind there is the need for 
interchange between offices as well as for 
joint education in the school. Some of us 
sometimes feel that a five-vear full educa- 
tion is rather a long time without a break 


and contact with practice. I wonder 
what Mr. Trench thinks on that aspect of 
education? Getting rid of the casuality 
of labour: it seems to me if you are going 
to tackle that. there has got to be some 
inter-arrangement between contractors 
so that when a man’s job is coming to the 
end there is an arrangement with another 
contractor in the same area. I would like 
to ask, are there any thoughts in that 
context happening between contractors? 


Architect and Builder as Team? 


MR. H. LOCHRANE (LMBA): It seems to 
me the main contractor is unable 
normally to co-operate with the architect 
in the design stage, because normally 
then, he is not yet appointed, and he can 
very probably be a competitive tenderer. 
Is it not, therefore, very important to 
think how we can create the climate to 
weld the main contractor and the archi- 
tect into that team which is so important 
to the success of the building. and its 
economy and quick construction? 

MR. G. B. ODDIE (A): With all respect 
to those who have been devoting their 
attention to joint training, may I suggest 
that they are starting to run before they 
can walk, so to speak. They are think- 
ing of a joint method of training jointly 
architects and engineers and builders and 
so forth, whereas I suggest what we 
really ought to be doing is seeing first of 
all what skills are needed in order to pro- 
duce a building, then into what cate- 
gories do those skills fall. I suggest we 
could profitabiy form a joint organisa- 
tion of the RIBA, the NFBTE. the 
NFBTO, the RICS and so forth. a study 
group really to find out what those basic 
skills are. 


THE PRESIDENT: No one has referred 
—or I do not remember anyone refer- 
ring—to a very important partner in this 
building adventure, and that is, the client. 
After all, he pays, and it is his wishes 
that the building industry have to satisfy. 
It usually is the architect who has to 
somehow unravel this ball of wool which 
is the clients’ requirements. I do a cer- 
tain amount of university work and 
know it is a major problem to try to 
get detailed schedules of requirements out 
of a university professor, and it is diffi- 
cult to see in such circumstances how one 
can collaborate on questions of design 
with the builder. especially when the 
client says he will have competitive ten- 
ders. and will not negotiate a contract. 
But I am sure the negotiated contract 
will always have an increasing place for 
this form of entering into a business 
arrangement. One of the architect’s main 
functions is to crystallise out the client’s 
intentions. This is often forgotten by 
people who do not know the amount of 
work done by the architect in clearing up 
this matter before the building starts. 
Yet he is often blamed for changes of 
plans which are brought about by a 
change in requirements by the client. 
This is not an excuse, it is a fact. 


Response to Discussion 


MR. PETER TRENCH replied to the dis- 
cussion. Mr. Fisk, he said, reckoned that 
package deals were symptomatic of boom 
conditions and saw their end in times of 
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recession. He asked, was it really that 
the builder wanted a larger slice of the 
cake? The answer to that is, Yes. It is 
a statistical fact that the net profit of 
building firms is about two per cent. That 
is very low, and I would not like to tell 
you the minus figure it is for the profits 
out of a competitive tender. 

Mr. Milstone spoke of counter charges 
of inefficiency and roguery between 
architects and builders, and made an 
interesting suggestion that the Standard 
Form of Contract assumed roguery 
among builders: I think he is largely 
right. We are getting on to codes of 
ethics for builders; while this is 
extremely difficult, I think the future will 
see a disciplinary committee set up by 
builders themselves, as they have done 
on house building, setting up a type of 
registration scheme which will make sure 
that once in, you only stay in if you stick 
to the rules of the game. Making the 
rules will be extremely difficult, and a 
long operation. 


The Demarcation Problems 


Mr. Heumann got a little more 
applause than he deserved on his 
suggestion that by decasualisation of the 
industry the demarcation problems 
would disappear. If by decasualisation 
we mean that a man on a Friday will 
know when he goes to work he will still 
be in work on Friday evening, provided 
he does not misbehave. we can see that 
coming very shortly. If, however. Mr. 
Heumann means that every man jack in 
the building industry can be guaranteed 
permanent employment, I am not so sure 
that that is an easy matter; but on the 
other hand, in times of full employment, 
I cannot see there is going to be a lot 
of worry about that, especially when the 
building industry works 48.2 hours per 
week as it is doing at the moment. 

Mr. Allen was right in saying that one 
of the greatest obstacles to the future 
will be a refusal on the part of Trade 
Unions—and, by gum, they have a diffi- 
cult problem—to face up to the problem 
of demarcation and the problem of new 
techniques. 


Architects as Building Directors 


Mr. Cleeve Barr had made three 
points: he referred to the architect work- 
ing in building firms as down-trodden 
and struggling, compared him to the local 
authority architect of forty years ago. 
Some letters in the Press would seem 
to indicate that some of the local 
authority architects even of today seem 
to think they are downtrodden and 
struggling. To a certain extent this might 
be true. On the other hand, I give it a 
very short time before the first architect, 
if not already there, is a director of a 
building firm, and he will receive all the 
honours, pipes playing, flags waving. 
When he is there, I doubt whether the 
RIBA will take away the letters after his 
name. 

Mr. Barr did not accept it was the 
RIBA’s fault that joint education was 
backward, and said builders themselves 
had only just started to be educated. 
That may be so, but when you think how 
long ago architects were educated, it is 
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time they did something about joint edu- 
cation. 

Why did I exclude house building? | 
only excluded it because of time. The 
future of house building is extremely 
interesting, because unless—and I mean 
this seriously—there is a change in the 
next two or three years in the planning 
conception of where one can build (I talk 
from the house builder’s point of view) 
and how much land is available for build- 
ing, their future is pretty bleak. 

Mr. James spoke of joint education, 
and the need for interchange between 
offices, and a break in the five-year period 
to do practical work. This is very pos- 
sible. The sandwich course, six months 
in industry and six months in a technical 
college, is very much in favour among 
builders, and is a fine way of doing train- 
ing. I see no reason why that should not 
be extended. On decasualisation. arrange- 
ments between contractors in the same 
area, the idea of passing men from one 
to another was mooted some ten years 
ago. I do not think decasualisation will 
come about that way; it is more likely to 
take the line of much longer notice 
before a man is put off a job, certain 
rewards for long service within a firm. 

As to Mr. Lochrane’s question of 
welding the main contractor and the 
architect, getting in at the design stage, 
we have to be careful about that, because 
I do not know anyone, from the client 
down to the sub-contractor, who does not 
want to be in at the design stage, possibly 
not all for the same reasons. I think that 
with architects working with builders in 
builders’ offices, the contribution of the 
builder at the design stage will be a very 
real thing in the future, more than at the 
moment. I am quite sure—and I do not 
mind giving my own people a kick in the 
teeth here—that there are many who 
would like to be in at the design stage 
who have nothing whatsoever to contri- 
bute at the design stage, but they will 
have, by better training, and by you 
allowing architects to rise to the top of 
the building firm. 

Mr. Oddie on demarcation: He is ask 
ing far too much when he talks about a 
joint organisation forming a study group 
to find out what basic skills are required. 
This. is beyond the scope of part-time 
committee members. 


Disciplining the Client 


The future client I did not deal with. 
1 think Mr. Basil Spence has put a finger 
on a great weakness in my logic: I 
should have started with the future client. 
Is it to be the large corporation, how 
many private individuals are likely to be 
building owners of any size, what sort of 
proportion will the local authority and 
the State do of building work in the 
future? 

What if a client will not negotiate? 
Well, may be one day I will be invited 
to talk about disciplining clients. This 
word ‘ disciplining ' is not the right word, 
but there is a management technique 
known as communication, simple to say, 
difficult to do. I am optimistic enough to 
believe many architects today are 
unravelling this ball of wool with a 
tremendous amount of success. 
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Homes of the Future 


Controversial Arguments at One-Day Conference 


SOUND CONSTRUCTION and good design 
were emphasised by MR. HENRY BROOKE, 
MP, Minister of Housing and Local Gov- 
ernment, in his opening address at the 
one-day conference sponsored by the 
Federation of Registered House-Builders 
as a prelude to their first National Homes 
Week. The conference was held at the 
headquarters of the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers, 82 New 
Cavendish-street, Wl, on March 24. Mr. 
C. Douglas Calverley, FIOB, chairman of 
the National House-Builders’ Registration 
Council, was in the chair. 

‘Proper research into the house 
owner’s requirements,’ said the Minister, 
‘ought to play an ever larger part in the 
approach to good design. It would be 
silly to expect the people of tomorrow to 
welcome houses planned for yesterday's 
way of life. We must find out what 
people want in their homes, and meet 
their wants; we must find out what house 
hold equipment they are likely to have 
and design rooms that will contain it.’ 
Turning his attention to the housing 
estate, Mr. Brooke said that it should 
not be simply a piece of land to be cut 
up into building plots. It should be 
thought of and planned as a whole, so 
that houses in it gained a collective 
attractiveness as well as an individual 
one. In this the architects and builders 
had a responsibility not just to house 
purchasers, but to the public at large. 


* Aesthetic Standards for House-Builders ’ 

After the opening address and a brief 
introduction by the chairman, MR. J. L. 
HEAP, ARIBA, chief architect to a firm of 
registered house-builders, submitted a 
paper on * Aesthetic Standards for House 
Builders.’ He referred to the discrimi 
nating house purchaser of today who was 
looking for much more than tiled bath- 
rooms and kitchens. or mock Tudor ele- 
vations. He sought good planning and 
sound construction, up-to-date equipment 
and better insulation. Mr. Heap said 
that these requirements could only be 
met through the collaboration of archi- 
tects and builders; neither could do it 
alone. Architects could not ignore this 
challenge, he said, they must work with 
the builder to give him the benefit of 
specialised experience in the design of 
new communities. 

Turning to what he called ‘ the elusive 
qualities of beauty,’ the speaker warned 
against the dangerous influence of fashion 
and the imitation of the architectural 
styles of the past. Imitation was not 
easy, particularly when the materials and 
shapes of modern houses must inevitably 
vary from those of the originals. Roads 
assumed a pleasant and dignified appear- 
ance when the houses blended with one 
another and with their natural surround- 
ings. To achieve this, simple designs 
which made correct use of colour and 
texture were usually the most effective. 
Overall proportions accentuated by well- 
designed windows and doors were more 
important than detail and fussy adorn 
ment. 


The speaker next turned to the impor- 
tance of correct grouping and relation to 
the human scale. Although we could not 
build an estate today with pleasant village 
greens dotted about, we could build our 
streets to scale in a similar way by using 
short cul-de-sacs or ‘cluster develop- 
ment.’ Here front gardens are left open 
and fully landscaped so that each small 
group could be fully encompassed by the 
human eye. ‘ Simplicity,” concluded Mr. 
Heap, ‘is the hardest to design—for to 
make it beautiful correct proportions and 
scale are vital.’ 

In the discussion which followed mr. 
A. W. CLEEVE BARR, ARIBA, chief architect, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, referred to cul-de-sacs and village 
greens. He agreed that there were restric- 
tions in some local by-laws concerning 
the width and whether or not footpaths 
were necessary in small units of cluster 
development. He said that there was 
to be a complete revision of the model 
by-laws and the model street by-laws for 
which the RIBA had already spoken 
strongly in favour of central control. He 
appealed to all who had suggestions in 
this respect to convey them to the 
Ministry. MR. H. FE. COMBEN, OBE, AMICE, 
F1I0B, thought it was not the by-laws that 
were at fault but the individual interpre 
tation of them by local authorities. 

SIR HUGH CASSON, MA, FRIBA, in support 
of the paper spoke of the importance of 
good grouping, ‘ spaces between buildings 
are more important than the buildings 
themselves, there is no such thing as 
ample land today.’ Sir Hugh agreed with 
the importance of landscaping and re 
modelling and the necessity of visits to 
the sites of proposed development in 
order to get the feel of the area. Turning 
his attention to the industry as a whole 
he said: ‘* There is every indication that 
we are a stick-in-the-mud industry, can- 
not we do something about it? We are 
inefficient and our quality is not good 
enough.’ 

MR. A. W. KENYON, CBE, FRIBA, WaS 
sure that many more architects were 
interested in domestic building today 
than was the case in the past; he agreed 
that close architect-builder | collabora- 
tion was essential for the houses of the 
future. 

SIR ROBERT LLOYD, OBE, FIOB, Said it 
was unfortunate that the county planners 
of today would not be in authority for 
another 25 years. The result was that 
we had to tolerate the Victorian attitude 
of the local authorities who imposed re- 
Strictions based on outdated principles; 
these operated against the beauty of an 
estate, they were ‘the niggers in the 
wood-pile.’ He advocated that final ap- 
proval should come from the county plan- 
ning authority and that the local autho- 
rity, where it had to do with planning, 
should be dispensed with. 


‘Obstacles to Original Design’ 


The afternoon session began with a 


thought-provoking paper on the ‘Ob- 
stacles to Original Design’ by MR. PETER 
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MORO, FRIBA. After preliminary remarks 
about the attitude of the public, the 
building societies and many builders and 
architects towards the house of the future 

‘it is a disturbing fact that, in this 
country, new ideas are often unpopular 
and hotly resisted "—he said that whether 
we liked or not, modern life and the 
amenities provided by modern living 
must have important repercussions in 
house planning. Why, he asked, was 
there a reluctance to change when it came 
to house design? Taking the architect 
first, he was sorry to observe that there 
was much dead wood in the profession, 
although the level of architecture in no 
way reflected the level of architectural 
talent available. 

Since houses had to be financed and 
many prospective house-owners relied on 
building societies, here was another ob- 
stacle to forward-looking design. Many, 
if not most. building societies, said Mr. 
Moro, viewed a modern house with hos- 
tility and often refused loans for any- 
thing which was out of the ordinary. 
This attitude had a devastatingly retard- 
ing effect on original design. 

Another hurdle was the question of 
control. Control in matters of safety, 
hygiene, building lines and zoning were 
necessary and important if chaos was to 
be avoided; but, continued the speaker, 
there was no justification for aesthetic 
interference, either by laymen or experts. 
Enumerating his case against aesthetic 
control, he said that it (a) stifled archi- 
tectural expression; (b) encouraged uni- 
formity and discouraged contrasts; (c) 
caused hardship to those affected; (d) dis- 
criminated against those who were exer- 
cising their traditional right of wanting 
to live in a house of their time; (e) gave 
undue power of judgment to officials lack- 
ing aesthetic training; (f) put architects 
into an invidious position who lent them- 
selves to the distasteful task of sitting in 
judgment over their colleagues; (g) was 
humiliating to the architect and made 
nonsense of his professional status; and 
(h) it rarely stopped bad conventional 
building. Mr. Moro submitted that 
aesthetic control in any form was a 
menace, except the prevention of acts of 
vandalism and the preservation of 
scheduled and worthwhile buildings. He 
illustrated his talk with slides showing 
new ‘old look’ housing, ill-proportioned, 
mean and inconvenient and which owed 
nothing to the present or to the past 
except possibly on the most superficial 
level. 

Opening the discussion, which although 
interesting from the point of view of the 
conference as a whole, had little bearing 
on the paper just concluded, MR. NORMAN 
E. WATES, FIOB, criticised the growing use 
of large areas of glass and curtain wall- 
ing. He said that so many of the new 
techniques relied to a large extent on 
maintenance. He agreed that open plan- 
ning was extremely good for smaller 
houses but defeated its object in the 
larger ones. 

MR. R. W. WHITTINGTON, FIOB, saw 
danger in Mr. Moro’s contrast; he 
thought that development with the odd 
house of the future should be self-con- 
tained. 


MR. COVENTRY, a_ building 
official, did not agree that 
societies were behind the times; they 
eager to collaborate, but lending was 
governed by the public taste in general 
and the average man was still old- 
fashioned enough to want traditional 
housing built from traditional materials. 
He advocated collaboration. with the 
societies from the start; too much came 
to their attention at a late stage. 

MR. MORO reminded the conference that 
his house of the future was constructed 
of traditional materials; it was heated by 
under-floor electric heating which was 
essential if the open plan was to work.

The Housewife’s Viewpoint 


The afternoon session was concluded 
with a paper on ‘The House-Owner’s 
Requirements ’ by MISS MAY ABBOTT of the 
“Woman's Mirror’ and a talk on ‘ User 
Research in House Design’ by MR. JOHN 
MADGE, MA, ARIBA, of the Building Re- 
search Station. Speaking from the house- 
wife’s viewpoint Miss Abbott criticised 
inconsiderate planning, placing emphasis 
on kitchen design, inaccessible windows, 
ventilation and heat insulation, and the 
lack of storage space and provision for 


essential equipment. 

Her appeal for more thought into house 
design was to a certain extent answered 
in the final paper by MR. MADGE in which 
he gave evidence of the detailed research 
being carried out by his department. No 
results of this research had so far been 
issued but papers were being considered 
for publication. 

In the final discussion SIR ROBERT 
LLOYD welcomed ideas and suggestions. 
‘The placing of equipment in a con- 
venient place,’ he said, ‘is a constant 
struggle, and I hope that this seminar will 
bring about some fresh thinking in this 
respect.’ 

MR. D. G. HOWARD, FIOB, said that 
builders had to be prepared to provide 
‘ off the peg’ houses costing up to £10,000 
or more because people were unable to 
afford the services of an architect. 

Summing-up the day’s proceedings, MR. 
C. D. CALVERLEY thanked everyone for 
an interesting and successful conference 
and felt sure that much would be gained 
when the results had been carefully 
studied. MR. D. E. WOODBINE PARISH, 
FIOB, seconded the vote of thanks on 
behalf of the National Federation of 
Building Trades’ Employers. 


Building in the City 


Move to Refer Back St. Paul's Area Development Defeated 


A MOVE to refer back a report recom- 
mending approval of drawings for the 
development of the war damaged area 
between St. Paul’s Cathedral and New- 
gate-street was narrowly defeated at the 
Court of Common Council on March 24. 


After members had complained that 
the drawings were greatly changed from 
the outline planning permission granted 
last October. an amendment that the 
report be referred back for the produc- 
tion of drawings, photographs and 
models for the court’s consideration was 
lost on a division by six votes—52 to 58. 


The drawings were for new buildings 
for use as offices, shops and showrooms 
to be built on a site bounded by New- 
gate-street, Panyer-alley, St. Paul's 
Churchyard and Warwick-lane_ (Tre- 
hearne and Norman, Preston and 
Partners, architects and surveyors, of 83 
Kingsway, WC2). 

Changes from the scheme _ which 
received outline approval included the 
re-design of the building to replace Ivy 
House so as to create an open space 
adjacent to Newgate-street, on which it 
was proposed to erect a conference hall 
of two to three storeys. Another change 
was the raising of the shopping centre 
so as to provide two levels of shopping, 
one at Newgate-street level and the other 
at terrace level, the latter to be con- 
nected to the main terrace by passing 
through the buildings and bridging over 
the internal service road. 

The report stated that these changes 
resulted from information that considera- 
tion was being given to the redevelop- 
ment of the sites on the north side of 


Newgate-street so as to fit in with the 
main axis of the St. Paul’s Precinct 
development. 

The Postmaster General was prepared 
to provide upper level pedestrian ways. 
“Such an arrangement would enable the 
St. Paul’s area in the south to be ulti- 
mately linked with the Barbican area in 
the north by upper level walkways,’ the 
report stated. 

In the debate. MR. GEORGE VINE said 
that when he received the report of the 
committee he was somewhat puzzled by 
the major alterations, as compared with 
the original report. 

One block was 204 ft. high, 50 ft. wide 
and 190 ft. long. When it was realised 
that the base of the dome of St. Paul’s 
was 210 ft. high and the western towers 
212 ft. the effect of the new block, which 
was within 130 yards of the Cathedral, 
might well be disastrous. 

The original report was for a smaller, 
slimmer building. The Minister, by 
reducing the height had caused them to 
increase the length and they were getting 
the worst of both worlds. It would be 
a disastrous thing if by building too high 
and too deep, the foundations caused 
further damage to St. Paul’s. 

Opposing the reference back, Mr. 
Arthur said: ‘ After many years of nego- 
tiation it now looks as though we shall be 
able to secure the development of this 
great area without the need for this Cor- 
poration to exercise its powers of com- 
pulsory purchase.’ The proposals before 
the Court had the approval of the 
Minister, Sir William Holford, the Dean 
and Chapter of St. Paul’s, County Hall, 
and also his committee. 











The Week in Parliament

University Building 
Projects 

EXPENDITURE totalling £23,586,375 for 
building projects either in progress or 
planned for the next financial year at uni- 
versities in England, Wales and Scotland, 
is set out in the Civil Estimates for Edu- 
cation, 1960-61, published on March 18. 
This compares with £20,105,500 provided 
during the financial year just ended. The 
total Exchequer grant, based on the esti- 
mated cost of the projects, is expected to 
be £58,567,080. 

The estimates show that the total grant 


for building works estimated to cost 
£30,000 or more, commenced before 
January 1, 1960, is expected to be 


£34,887,460. In this section, the probable 
amount of grant paid to March 31, 1960, 
is £19,856.805, and the estimates seek 
Parliamentary approval for a further 
£11,347,065 during the coming financial 
year. Thereafter a further £3,683,590 
will be needed in future years to complete 
these projects. 

For building works estimated to cost 
£30,000 or more which had not been 
started at January 1, 1960, the total 
Exchequer grant is expected to be 
£21,398,620. Of this only £250,500 has 
been previously paid and for the new 
financial year approval is, sought for ex- 
penditure of £6,739,310. This leaves 
£14,408 810 to be found in future years 
for completing these projects. MPs will 
also be asked to vote £1,050,000 towards 
building works estimated to cost less 
than £30,000; another £lm. is wanted 
towards the purchase of sites and build- 
ings, and £2,450,000 towards professional 
fees for which the total Exchequer grant 
is expected to be £7,760.000. The prob- 
able amount of grant paid on these fees 
to March 31, 1960, is put at £3,829,000. 

The section of the estimates detailing 
work not commenced at January 1, 1960, 
lists 61 new projects for which money has 
not been previously voted. They include 
the following (the first figure being the 
proposed total Exchequer grant based on 
the estimated cost, and the second figure, 
the instalment of grant required for 1960- 
61):—

£60,000. Glasgow University: Naval archi- 
tectural testing tank, £52,445, £42,455; Bio- 
chemistry building, £287,000, £175,000; tele- 
phone exchange, £35,000, £30,000; chemistry 
and botany laboratories, £65,000, £5,000. 
Glasgow College of Science and Technology:

The estimates also include a vote of

and dental school accommodation re- 
quired in connection with teaching hos- 
pitals.

Building Near St. Martin’s 


QUESTIONS about the new building to be 
erected near St. Martin in the Fields, 
Trafalgar-square, were asked in the 
House of Lords on March 22. The 
Government spokesman, EARL WALDE- 
GRAVE, said permission to redevelop the 
site at St. Martin’s-place, William IV- 
street and St. Martin’s-mews was given 
by the LCC as local planning authority 
after consultation with the Westminster 
City Council in March, 1959. He added 
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that the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government had no cause to intervene. 

LORD CONESFORD asked if the Govern 
ment had satisfied themselves that the 
design of the proposed building would 
be worthy of this magnificent site. EAR 
WALDEGRAVE said he was not sure that 
it was for the Government to satisfy 
themselves about the design of each 
development because the local authority 
was the planning authority for develop 
ment purposes. 

LORD CONESFORD.—" Does not Lord 
Waldegrave think that St. Martin in the 
Fields is a sufficiently important building 
for the Government to concern them- 
seives with what should surround it?’ 

EARL WALDEGRAVE.—— The Minister of 
Housing and Local Government con 
siders whether he should call in a plan 
ning consent and at the present moment 
he sees no reason why he should call in 
this particular case.’ 


Mow Civil Estimates 


AN EXTENSIVE building programme on 
public buildings overseas and in Britain 
was disclosed in the Ministry of Works 
Civil Estimates for Common Services, 
1960-61, published on March 22. In the 
financial year just started, expenditure of 
£1,522,500 on new works, alterations and 
additions to public buildings overseas is 
expected compared with £1,.815.000 in 
1959-60. In addition £650,000 is set aside 
for maintenance and repairs, an increase 
of £100,000. 

The estimates list 17 projects on which 
work is in progress and among the votes 
required for these are £100,000 towards 
the erection of embassy offices at 
Djakarta (provisional total estimate 
£200,000); £70,000 towards the new 
embassy residence at Khartoum (total 
estimated cost £100,000); £50,000 
towards new residences at Lagos 
£127,000); £50,000 towards the new 
embassy residence and offices at Mon- 
rovia (£75,000 provisional); £60.000 
towards the new residence and office 
accommodation at New Delhi 
(£1,250,000); £85,000 towards the re- 
building of compounds, and new resi- 


dence and accommodation at Tehran 
£550,000); and £400,000 towards the 
new embassy offices at Washington 


(£1,225,000). 
The proposed new works overseas with 
the provisional total cost are: 


New offices and residential accommodation 
and alterations to compound, Addis Ababa 
(£60,000); extension of Chancery Office, 
Baghdad (£30,000); construction of garages 
and workshop, Belgrade (£35,000); -new 
embassy offices, Berne (£100,000); erection of 
offices, Colombo (£150,000); new Counsellor’s 
house, Dublin (£10,000); staff flats, Kuwait 
(£100,000); mew Ambassador’s residence, 
Mexico City (£60,000); adaptation of premises 
for commercial and information centre and 
exhibition space, Moscow (£20,000); removal 
of capital to Rawalpindi, consequential 
works, Pakistan (£50,000); erection of offices,

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Works in UK 


The Ministry of Works estimate that 
they need £6,649,020 for new works, 
alterations and additions to public build- 
ings in the United Kingdom, an increase 
of £762,880 on 1959-60, while mainten- 
ance and repairs rise by £4,200 to 
£11,350,000. 

The votes required for 120 various projects 
now in progress include £350,000 towards the 
Meteorological Office building at Bracknell 
(total estimated cost £962,000); £150,000 
towards the preparation of Marlborough 
House for use as a Commonwealth Centre 
(£250,000); £300,000 towards the completion 
of the centre block at the Science Museum 
(£650,000); £19,000 towards the new county 
court at Brentford (£99,000); £100,000 
towards the reconstruction of the West Wing 
of the National Gallery (£380,000); £225,000 
towards Stage II of laboratories. at the 
Safety in Mines research establishment, 
Sheffield (£382,000); £100,000 towards the 
new road research laboratory at Crowthorne 
(£2,500,000); and £88,000 towards occupa- 
tional services, St. Christopher’s House, 
Southwark-st. (£94,000). 


New Projects 


There are 101 proposed new works 
listed in the estimates, and for nearly all 
of these MPs are being asked to vote 
money for the first time, many being 
merely token votes of £1,000. They in- 
clude the following (together with the 
estimated total cost of the projects.

(£175,000); new library at the Building 
Research Station (£40,000); new building for 
Physics Group, Building Research Station 
(£365,000); Pilot Scale Bars Nos. 1 and 2, 
Building Research Station (£50,000); erection 
of main hall wings and offices at the 
Hydraulics Research Station, Howbery Park 
(£490,000). 

Erection of Creep Laboratory, National 
Engineering Laboratory, East Kilbride 
(£220,000); provision of circulating water 
channel, National Physical Laboratory, 
Feltham (£500,000); new building for Basic 
Physics Division, National Physical Labora- 
tory, Teddington (£350,000); reconstruction

Parliament Buildings 


The Ministry of Works estimate for 
the Houses of Parliament buildings pro- 
vides for £74,300 on new works, altera- 
tions and additions, a decrease of £19,900 
on 1959-60. Of this £52,000 is wanted 


towards the internal reconstruction of 
Victoria Tower and the provision of 
additional storage accommodation, esti- 
mated to cost a total of £143,000. 
Another £208,000 is wanted for mainten- 
ance and repairs. a decrease of £9,500, 
and of this the restoration of stonework 
takes £28,000. 

Included among the £148,900 to be 
spent on new works, alterations and addi- 
tions at the Royal Palaces is provision 
for the rebuilding of Buckingham Palace 
Chapel and the adaptation of part of it 
as a small art gallery. The estimated 
total cost is £40,000 of which £5,000 
will be required this year. The private 
chapel was severely damaged during the 
war and, in the new gallery, it is Her 
Majesty’s intention to show pictures and 
other works of art from the Royal col- 
lection to the public. 

The normal grant-in-aid for works and 
other services and Buckingham Palace 
and Windsor Castle remains the same at 
£33,000. The estimate of £148,900 for 
new works, etc., includes a vote of 
£78,000 towards the modernisation of the 
sanitary and engineering services at 
Windsor Castle, provisionally estimated 
to cost a total of £300,000. It is also 
proposed to provide new boilers. convert 
to oil firing and modernise the green- 
house heating at Windsor Castle at a cost 
of £27,000. The estimates include 
£14,500 towards this. Maintenance and 
repairs at all the palaces will total 
£346.550, a rise of £39.790. 

Grants towards the repair and main- 
tenance of historic buildings and their 
contents rise from £475 000 in 1950-60 to 
£550,000. In the total of £760,000 set 
aside for ancient monuments there is a 
token vote of £100 for the beginning of 
work on a protective superstructure and 
museum at the Lullingstone Roman Villa 
in Kent. The total provisional estimate 
for the work is £20,000. 


Other Business 


Points from Replies 


‘In the next five years the Forestry 
Commission plan to build about 200 
houses.” (Minister of Agriculture, March 
21.) 

‘Sketch plans for the proposed 
Wythenshawe Hospital, Manchester. are 
being prepared by the regional hospital 
board for a hospital of about 400 beds, 
including a maternity unit of 80 beds, 
but these have not yet been submitted 
for the Minister’s approval. The form 
of heating has not yet been decided. The 
estimated cost is about £2.5m.’ (Minister 
of Health, March 21.) 

‘ Details of new developments in prison 
design will be published in due course.’ 
(Home Secretary, March 23.) 


New Teacher Training Colleges 


The construction of new teacher train- 
ing colleges in the West Midlands, at 
Brentwood in Essex, Nottingham, Cardiff 
and, for the Church of England, at 
Canterbury, was announced by Mr. 
KENNETH THOMPSON, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Education, at the con- 
clusion of a debate on March 21 on the 
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Crowther Report. He added that there 
were likely to be more in both the North 
and South of the country. 


Bills Receiving Royal Assent 


Among measures receiving the Royal 
Assent on March 22 were the Local 
Employment Bill (which provides for 
building grants in development districts). 
the Air Corporations Bill (to give capital 
to the nationalised air corporations for 
among other things certain airport pro- 
jects), the Horticulture Bill (which in- 
cludes provision for one-third grants 
towards the cost of certain horticulture 
buildings) and the Requisitioned Houses 
Bill. 


Garages and Parking Spacés 


MR. GRESHAM COOKE asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
March 22 whether he had now decided 
what advice to issue to planning authori- 
ties with regard to the standards for 
garage and parking space in residential 
areas. 

MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘I still have this 
matter under consideration but it is a 
complex one and will take some time.’ 


New Victoria Tube 


There seems little likelihood of any 
announcement in the near future on the 
construction of the proposed new tube 
from Victoria to North-East London. 
During exchanges at question time on 
March 23, THE MINISTER of Transport 
pointed out that the whole of the rail- 
way system, underground and over- 
ground, was now being examined. mr. 
ERIC FLETCHER said that surely there was 
no need for the Minister to await his 
general overall plan before deciding on 
this scheme, but MR. MARPLES Said this 
must be considered in the general con- 
text of the British Transport Commis- 
sion’s position. They were already in- 
curring huge losses and this particular 
tube line would add to that loss. 


Offices in Central London 


MR. KENNETH ROBINSON asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment on March 25 what was the total 
area of office accommodation in Central 
London envisaged when buildings now 
planned and under construction were 
completed; and what was the comparable 
figure for 1939. 

MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘ The nearest figures 
I can give are estimates made by the LCC 
that in 1957 there was about 100m. sq. ft. 
net of office space available in existing 
buildings in Central London. It is esti- 
mated that by mid-1959 buildings pro- 
viding about 6m. additional sq. ft. had 
been built, and that others providing 
about 9m. sq. ft. were in course of erec- 
tion. From these figures no deduction 
has been made for the amount of office 
space demolished to make room for new 
buildings, as no precise information is 
available. The only figures available for 
1939 are for the City of London, where 
37.6m. sq. ft. of office space was then 
available, over 6m. sq. ft. of which was 
subsequently lost through enemy action.’ 





Guild of Surveyors 


Sir Albert Richardson on ‘the Horrors of Modern Architecture’ 


SUGGESTIONS for alleviating London's 
trafic problems were given by LORD 
BOSSOM, LLD, FRIBA, when proposing the 
toast of ‘ The Guild of Surveyors’ at their 
annual dinner and dance held on March 
25 at the Waldorf Hotel, WC2. ‘Since 
we cannot afford to give up land,’ he 
said, ‘why not follow New York's 


example and build our roads over the top, 


of railway lines? Sidewalks placed behind 
the front of the buildings and car parks 
beneath London's many squares would 
also to a large extent cure our traffic 


problem.’ Lord Bossom was disturbed at 
what he called the ‘desecration of our 
great cities‘by those great blocks of glass.’ 
He appealed to the guilds, whose power 
was not to be underestimated, to do what 
they could to stop this ‘ destruction.’ 

In response, SIR ALBERT RICHARDSON, 
KCVO, PPRA, FRIBA, arrived at the abstract 
horrors of modern architecture by way 
of a rapid historical discourse, touching 
briefly on Plutarch, whom the Greeks 
called ‘ quantitas,’ and Wren. He paused 
for a moment to condemn ‘ those frightful

Garages for New Dwellings 


‘ Planning Gone Mad ’ 
A WARWICKSHIRE COUNTY PLANNING COM- 


MITTEE decision, reported in our last 
issue, that provision must be made in all 
future housing schemes for garages or 
garage space, was described at a meeting 
of Atherstone Rural Council as * plan- 
ning gone mad’ and ‘a gross injustice and 
threat to the liberties of the private 
developer.’ 

After approving a Town Planning Com- 
mittee report, which stated that the clerk, 
Mr. G. C. May, had been instructed to 
inform the county council of the rural 
council’s disquiet at the manner in 
which the planning policy was being 
implemented, the rural council decided to 
seek the support of all other rural 
authorities in the county in measures to 
resist the proposal to the utmost. 

‘We are of the opinion that it is quite 
improper for the local planning authority 


to attempt to require private individuals 
to provide for garage accommodation 
where they have no wish to do so.” the 
report added. 


Hove Council’s Decision 


HOVE TOWN COUNCIL has decided unani- 
mously that new houses in the borough 
must have either a garage or space for a 
car; new flats must have a garage or 
covered accommodation for one car per 
flat; buildings converted into flats must 
have one garage per flat where possible: 
and offices and factories accommodation 
for one vehicle for each 1,000 sq. ft. of 
floor space. 

CLLR. D. EDMONDS said that only by 
ensuring that the ground floor or base- 
ment of every block of flats had accom- 
modation for cars could they make cer- 


tain that the town functioned efficiently 
in 1974. 
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and terrible modern churches that look 
like egg boxes or bunches of bananas and 
grapes, so abstract that we don’t know 
what they mean. It all ended in 1800, 
since then we've simply floundered 
about.’ 

Speaking of those who specialise he 
continued: ‘ This is the age of the cata- 
logue, I tear them up and put them in the 
waste-paper basket; the more gaudy they 
are the faster they go. We want specifica- 
tions by experts, we want surveyors to 
give us the technical know-how.’ Sir 
Albert referred to surveyors as being the 
most important guild of the modern age. 
*We rely on the surveyor and the 
engineer; in this complex age we need 
advice and specialisation. We need to 
reform and to justify our profession 
instead of turning everything over to the 
speculator.’ In conclusion, he said that 
abstract and originality were absurd: 
infinite variety was what really mattered.

ANTHONY J. HAYES, 
PPFB, FIQS, and responded to by MR. ERIC 
FISHER, DCM, MiStruct.£, District Sur 
veyor, St. Marylebone, who paid particu- 
lar tribute to Mr. Gordon Tomalin ‘ the 
greatest measurer of old sites.’ 


‘Four Golden Rules for 
Builders’ 


National President’s Advice on 
Improving Public Relations 


MR. D. E. WOODBINE PARISH, National 
President, speaking at the annual general 
meeting of the Nottingham Association 
of Building Trades Employers, at 
Nottingham, on March 23, said that the 
public’s idea of how well, or how badly. 
an industry carried out its work was 
never quite what those who earned their 
living in that industry thought it was. 
‘Building is no exception,’ he said. 
‘There are many first-class, reliable and 
efficient firms, both large ones and small 
ones, but regrettably there are other 
firms whose sense of responsibility to 
those they serve--that is, the general 
public who are. their clients—is far 
removed from what it ought to be. 

* Obviously we cannot answer for those 
firms who are outside our organisation, 
but so far as those of our members who 
work in people’s homes are concerned I 
would like to restate four golden rules 
that we must recognise and apply as a 
first step towards improving our relations 
with the public. They are: 

‘1. Submit a carefully prepared esti 
mate covering the work required and 
ensure that everyone involved is 
properly briefed to do a satisfactory 
job, free from bodges and bad work 
manship. 

* 2. Take pains to see that the mini- 
mum of inconvenience is caused to 
clients and that their property is 
carefully protected at all times from 
damage. 

‘3. Carry out the work in an orderly 
and tidy manner and clear up properly 
when the job has been done. 

‘4, Submit an account which fully 
explains the work that has been 
executed, so that the client can under 
stand what he is asked to pay for.’

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The Impact of Motorways on Cities 
Joint Meeting of Civil Engineers and RIBA 


AT A JOINT MEETING of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers and the RIBA held on 
Tuesday, March 15, at 66, Portland Place, 
papers were read on the above subject by 
Mr. Rowland Nicholas, CBE, BSc, MICE, 
etc., City Surveyor and Engineer, Man- 
chester, and Mr. Frederick Gibberd, CBE, 
FRIBA. Sir Herbert Manzoni, CBE, 
President, ICE, was in the chair. 


Mr. Nicholas’s Paper 


In the course of his address Mr. 
NICHOLAS said:—It seems possible that 
throughout the country as a whole traffic 
might grow to about three and a half 
times that in 1954—which would amount 
to almost three times present-day traffic 
flows. It is, however, likely if a complete 
spider’s-web system of highways were in 
being that the traffic using the major 
urban roads near the centre of an urban 
area would increase to a less extent. In 
the absence of comprehensive origin and 
destination surveys the growth of traffic 
in the inner parts of an urban area must 
be largely a matter of speculation, but it 
seems likely that a growth to about twice 
present-day traffic flows might occur. 

The application of comprehensive 
origin and destination surveys to our large 
urban areas is, of course, a form of re- 
search which is long overdue. Such a 
survey would disclose the traffic which is 
completely bypassable, the traffic which 
is locally generated and the extent to 
which traffic is radial and circulatory. 
It is obvious that such a survey is likely 
to show not only that the highway pro- 
posals included in our development plans 
may individually be inadequate, but that 
the whole future highway network plan 
may have to be completely recast. 


Development Plans Need Revision 


Not only will our overall highways pro- 
posals contained in our development 
plans require reconsideration, but the 
very basis on which the original indi- 
vidual proposals were planned will require 
revision. At that time there was little 
appreciation of the need to secure pedes- 
trian segregation, the restriction of side 
road connections and the prohibition of 
pedestrian and vehicle access from hous- 
ing development. Now, however, to pro- 
vide maximum capacity many of our new 
urban roads must also have complete 
grade separation at all junctions. 

Moreover, when our development plans 
were prepared, it was expected that many 
of the highway proposals would be con- 
structed as and when the normal process 
of redevelopment took place, so that the 
destruction of valuable property, not only 
commercial and industrial, but also resi- 
dential, would be avoided until they had 
served their useful life. In the changes 
which we must now expect to make in 
our highway planning proposals, it is of 
course still important that as many as 
possible of our proposals should be timed 
to coincide with the process of normal 
redevelopment. 

It would seem that the problem which 


arises from the much more rapid growth 
of traffic is to find the minimum number 
of new roads of modern design which can 
be provided to give the maximum relief 
to the existing system, and in positions 
where the minimum amount of useful 
property has to be demolished. In com- 
paring these urban projects with rural 
motorways, alignment will not be so 
important, but junction design all-impor- 
tant. Obviously, as they will have to feed 
into the existing road systems, frequent 
junctions to the existing system will be 
required so that the dispersal of the 
vehicles using the new roads can be 
spread into the existing system, thereby 
enabling that system to absorb this traffic. 

It would seem on this basis that in any 
large urban area a study would need to 
be made of radial and circulatory traffic 
requirements and that possibly two or 
three new radial roads and an inter- 
mediate or inner ring road would have 
a very substantial effect on traffic con- 
ditions throughout the whole urban area, 
even to the extent of enabling other pro- 
jects to be deferred; some of them at least 
until the time of normal redevelopment. 

In considering the location of the new 
roads, some of which may of course be in 
substitution for an existing road, it may 
be that the choice would be influenced by 
the extent to which such roads would be 
used by commercial traffic rather than by 
commuting traffic, where the road capa- 
city provided for the exceptional peak- 
hour traffic would remain largely unused 
throughout the other hours of the 
day. The former roads will not only pro- 
vide a more regular use, but obviously 
will also give a larger return in savings 
in time and costs of transportation. 
When, however, commuting traffic is in- 
volved, off-street parking capacity must 
be provided from the ring road which will 
encircle the commercial centre of the 
urban area. 

Apart from these considerations, the 
choice of roads selected would no doubt 
also be influenced by the extent to which 
they would relieve other existing main 
roads, and by the extent to which they 
can be located through less expensive 
areas, taking advantage for instance of 
park fringes, other undeveloped lands, 
and areas of ‘ blight.’ Also to the extent 
to which routes can be found which cross 
the existing transverse road system where 
this is able to absorb traffic and, to a 
lesser degree, where the severance of 
existing local roads will not give rise to 
serious inconvenience. 


Cost 


Of course, the location of these new 
roads must satisfy all planning require- 
ments, particularly in enabling satisfac- 
tory neighbourhood and precinct plan- 
ning in the adjoining areas of develop- 
ment. Considering the construction of 
the road, tunnelling, under-passing, sur- 
face construction, over-passing and via- 
ducting may be involved. Quite obvi- 
ously, as much surface construction as 


possible should be obtained on economic 
grounds. Tunnelling and under-passing 
costs may be affected by the need to 
remove large main services. Viaducting, 
with modified cloverleaf junctions, may 
cost something of the order of £24 million 
per mile. 

The estimated cost of the winning de- 
sign for a four-lane elevated motorway in 
the competition recently promoted by 
the Pre-Stressed Concrete Development 
Group was £1} million per mile, which 
appears to confirm that the above overall 
estimates would cover the cost of modi- 
fied cloverleaf junctions and other 
ramped connections. So far as viaducting 
is concerned, it appears that there should 
be opportunities for very considerable 
economies arising from _ prefabrication, 
large-scale repetition and the minimising 
of in situ work. There is no need to 
fear the effect of these constructions. 
They can be made aesthetically satisfac- 
tory and form an acceptable part of our 
modern city. 


Mr. Gibberd's Address 


In the course of his address mr. 
GIBBERD said :—The air may be cleared at 
the outset by establishing the architect's 
attitude to motorways. We believe that 
the motorway is a fundamental part of the 
equipment of an industrial society. The 
large volume of traffic it can carry and 
the tremendous cost make it obvious to 
us that its routes can only be determined 
after a most exhaustive physical, econo- 
mic and social study; that is, in terms of 
a national plan. 

When the motorway enters the built-up 
area the architect loses his enthusiasm. 
Everyone is by now familiar with those 
stunning aerial photographs of American 
urban freeway intersections and there is 
little doubt that they are becoming 20th- 
century symbols in the public mind for 
the solution of our traffic problems. ‘ We 
can build the cars; give the traffic engi- 
neer the tools and let him get on with 
the job.’ Would that it were as simple 
as this! But it is abundantly clear that 
motorways in the city can generate urban 
sprawl which demands more cars which, 
in turn, demand more motorways until 
ultimately we arrive at the destruction 
of all civic values. 

The background to the urban scene is 
architecture. You can have a town with- 
out trees, without lampposts, without 
roads, but you cannot have one without 
buildings. Any town improvement influ- 
ences architecture in some measure. 


Pedestrian Cores 


There are now no difficulties of any 
kind in designing a new centre as a pedes- 
trian precinct. It is becoming common 
practice with American regional centres; 
in Europe there are numerous examples 
(with Vallingby as the star turn); and in 
this country the opposition of estate sur- 
veyors has faded and the pioneer centres 
of Coventry, Harlow and Stevenage are 
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being followed by a host of new designs. 

But we still find proposals for neigh- 
bourhvod centres with a traffic street 
down the middle and several new civic 
centres have appeared recently with huge 
buildings composed around grandiose 
approach drives and car parks, thereby 
encouraging the motor-car to penetrate 
to the one place it should not be. 

In existing centres it is immensely hard 
to take out the motor-car, but it should 
be the objective. Progress has been made 
abroad, if only because some of the 
medieval centres are so tightly built that 
there was no other alternative. In Hol- 
land, for instance, Kalver Straat down the 
centre of Amsterdam is a long, narrow 
precinct in which it is a pleasure to shop; 
and a large section of the centre of The 
Hague is entirely closed to private cars 
and, between specified times, to service 
vehicles. If it can be done there, we too 
can do it. 


Attempts are, in fact, being made to 
do it. At Leamington Spa, for instance, 
plans are being made to equip the central 
area with a system of periphery roads and 
car parks which one day will make pos- 
sible the closing of the principal shopping 
street, ‘ The Parade,’ to motor-cars. The 
Parade is already a fine Regency street 
and if it becomes possible to parade on it 
agair it will undoubtedly be one of the 
finest spaces in Europe. 


Traffic Intersections and Building 
Frontage 
In considering urban space, the archi 
tect subconsciously excludes all those 
large, functional spaces with which build- 


ings should not be associated, such as 
traffic intersections. Nevertheless, road 
improvements in the town often necessi- 
tate large traffic intersections which form 
tempting frontages for building, if only 
to recoup the capital outlay. 

Whilst few people would attempt to 
compose buildings round a fly-over, it is 
still common practice to try to relate 
them to roundabouts and similar inter- 
sections: yet another hangover from 
seventeenth-century planning principles. 
Before the motor-car it was not impracti- 
cable to place the largest building com- 
position on the largest space, to form the 
focal point of a street picture. 

A traffic island is functionally unsuit- 
able for building frontage and the archi- 
tectural composition should turn away 
from it. The island is a quite useless 
space as such and should not have visual 
significance in the urban scene—bedding- 
out rock gardens and the like are too 
small in scale to be appreciated from the 
driving seat. 


Theoretical Central Area Circulation 


Whilst it is possible to keep cars out 
of the urban core to give a cellular pedes- 
trian space pattern, the buildings forming 
these spaces still need to be served by 
cars. Jolly perspective drawings of stun- 
ning buildings rising from acres of 
cobbles on which bearded and pony-tailed 
pedestrians disport themselves are by now 
familiar to ail of us. But somehow or 
other vehicles have got to get to the 
buildings by service or distributive roads. 
The distributive roads cannot be dis- 
sociated from building frontage; but that

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frontage need not be the chief building 
frontage: that primarily used by the 
pedestrian, as in a shopping parade. The 
distributive roads will run behind the 
buildings parallel to the pedestrian way 
and from them service roads or courts 
will give access to the service areas of 
the buildings. 

Wo come then to a theoretical circu- 
lation pattern for the town centre, in 
which the buildings are composed to 
form a pedestrian precinct with their ser- 
vice areas at the rear fed by distributive 
roads on their periphery. Car parks will 
be sited along the periphery roads and 
from them there will be numerous pedes- 
trian shortcuts to the core. Main town 
roads will pass by the centre to link up 
with other zones and the motorways of 
the region. 


The Need for Comprehensive 
Redevelopment 

In the past new roads were in part 
financed by the building frontage they 
provided. Whilst commercial values wil! 
not drop in a shopping street which is 
turned into a pedestrian way, money has 
to be found to pay for the necessary nev 
roads which have no building frontage 
on them. Either there must be greater 
financial assistance, in the interests of 
long-term economies and trade expansion. 
or additional commercial frontages on 
precincts must be provided. The former 
will not appeal to the ratepayer and the 
latter may be a speculation. 

Everything points to a comprehensive 
area of redevelopment, in which the com- 
mercial value of new precinctual front- 
ages helps to pay for the roads independ- 
ent of it. The new proposals for the 
expanded town of Swindon are an 
example. The existing shopping street 
running north to south down the centre 
is to be turned into a pedestrian precinct. 
A new road, to form an east-to-west link 
was at first proposed, cutting through the 
centre to form a cross. This road was 
intended, on financial grounds, to be a 
shopping street. Subsequent = study 
showed that the whole centre could be a 
precinct and that the economics of the 
precinct made a new periphery road 
system possible. 


Upper-Level Pedestrian Ways 


Traffic intersections in the heart of a 
great metropolis are often bound up in 
design with such valuable building front- 
age and such astronomical site values 
Oxford Circus, Cambridge 
Knightsbridge, Piccadilly—that there is 
little hope of divorcing the principal 
building frontages from the principal road 
frontages. None the less, we must still 
strive for the ultimate objective of segre- 
gation.

What was so retrogressive about the 
proposals for the rebuilding of the Monico 
site in Piccadilly was not just that the 
building was commonplace, but that it 
was dumped down on the site as so much 
shopping frontage with only 15 ft. sepa- 
rating it from the traffic.

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Two-level circulation is worth having 
simply for the pleasures it gives of 
different views of the civic scene. At 
Coventry the shopping precinct and at 
Harlow the Market Square gain im- 


measurably from its being possible to 
look down on the busy scene or, alterna- 
tively, at the life and movement on the 
upper terraces and bridges; if it is worth 
having for its own sake, the more so 
when it helps to solve a traffic problem. 


Discussion 


MR. PHILIP V. MARCHANT, MICE: On a 
number of occasions Sir Herbert 
Manzoni has said that there is only one 
certainty about traffic, and that is that 
it will grow more quickly than anyone is 
likely to estimate. I believe that to be 
true, and I believe that Mr. Nicholas has 
underestimated its growth and that by 
1966 the number of vehicles licensed will 
be nearer 16m. vehicles than the 14m. 
which he quotes. 

In 1958, following the setting up of the 
Nugent Committee on roads in the Lon- 
don area, the Association of Metro- 
politan Borough Engineers was invited to 
attend before the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary of the Ministry, with Mr. Nugent, to 
discuss this problem. As a result of that 
meeting we accepted the challenge which 
Mr. Nugent threw out to us to prepare a 
plan which could form a basis for the 
solution of the London traffic problem. 
We were given three months in which to 
do it! 

Mr. Nicholas draws attention to the 
difficulty of planning the construction of 
urban motorways to coincide with the 
normal process of redevelopment, due in 
large measure to the growth of traffic 
being much more rapid than _ that 
expected. This is a strong argument for 
building roads over railways and canals, 
and in our London plan we advocated 
that these routes should be followed to 
the maximum possible extent to avoid 
the destruction of homes and cutting our 
towns and cities to pieces. These 
barriers, the railways and canals, are 
there already, so that little added dis- 
advantage can result from using them to 
carry the distributor roads. 

Now let us look for a moment at the 
aesthetics of urban motorways. The col- 
laboration of the architects and of all 
others interested in this problem will be 
most welcome so long as the approach is 
not based on the wrong premise that the 
sensibilities of all architects are more 
acute and their perception keener than 
those of engineers. There can be no 
question of superiority or inferioritv in 
this partnership; there must be a true 
appreciation by each of all the gifts and 
qualities of the others, for otherwise the 
partnership cannot prosper. 


‘A Social Service’ 


MR. E. D. JEFFERISS MATHEWS, FRIBA: 
I support wholeheartedly Mr. Gibberd’s 
paper and the principles which he has set 
out. This business is a social service as 
much as it is a technical matter of 
engineering and as much as it is an archi- 
tectural problem. If we allow our cities 
to be cut and slashed in the way that has 
happened in some cases in America, 


regardless of the architecture, the result 
will be appalling. That makes me wonder 
whether we are dismissing too lightly the 
depressed road, and even the tunnel. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I think that in practice 
if it were necessary to design an urban 
road of a motorway type there would be 
very little between Mr. Nicholas and Mr. 
Gibberd. We very seldom get any con- 
siderable area in relation to a new road 
redeveloped as one operation or indeed 
over any period less than 20, 30 or even 
50 years, and so our dreams have to be 
modified; but that does not prevent us 
appreciating the points of view put for- 
ward and understanding the background 
of them. 


MR. A. R. F. ANDERSON, FRIBA: This is 
an enormous problem, and, speaking as 
a layman, though I am an architect, what 
worries me is the techniques, the tools 
of the job, the estimates of traffic, the 
origin and destination surveys. Could 
not these have been thought of sooner, 
with an escalator clause to deal with 
development more rapid than had been 
anticipated? 

MR. G. R. FALKINER NUTTALL, MICE: As 
a member of the Civils I am very glad 
to be here, and I think that there will be 
a large number of problems for both 
engineers and architects in the coming 
years. I agree with Mr. Jefferiss Mathews 
that the most interesting developments 
to look at are those which go below and 
not over ground. 


MR. NIGEL SEYMER: Some architects 
over the past years have been running a 
scare campaign and pointing to horror 
pictures of Los Angeles and Caracas and 
asking ‘Is this the shape of things to 
come? God forbid!’ There are two 
arguments about this. One is aesthetic: 
they do not want these motorways 
slashed through urban areas; the other is 
‘Do they work?’ 


Bridges Over the City? 


MR. H. J. B. HARDING, MICE: In the dis- 
cussion on a paper at the Institution of 
Civil Engineers four years ago I made a 
suggestion that some people liked, and I 
should like to try it on the architects. 
That paper showed the proposed Forth 
Bridge and other bridges which are 
nearly a mile long, and I said that if we 
took the Forth Bridge, placed it in Lon- 
don and took off from the General Post 
Office we should not touch down until 
the Elephant and Castle, and the only 
ground which would be sterilised would 
be where the piers were. The bridges 
could be built from their piers without 
any falsework underneath. There could 
be two or three in a row. The LCC 
scheme would cost £12m. per mile to 
bury a road. The Forth Bridge would 
cost £10m. per mile and not sterilise any- 
thing except at the piers. 

MR. NOEL MOFFETT, ARIBA: Mr. Gibberd 
looked to the future and saw a regional 
city. Has it to be a regional city? I 
do not think so. Could not we call it a 
precinctual region, an urban area divided 
up into various urban uses? What do we 
find in London? The essence of Lon- 
don, to a Londoner, is that it has an 
urban civilised character. We like it. I 
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live in the centre of London. We do not 
like having to get out of it, but when we 
are in it we like it. Surely if we think 
of London not as a city but as a conur- 
bation or as a series of precincts joined 
together to give urban civilised living we 
are going towards a vision of the future? 

MR. ROBERT SHAW, ARIBA: Mr. Nicholas 
says that his motorways will terminate 
in a ring road, but what happens to the 
traffic in these ring roads? The solution 
which I support is based on four 
principles. The first is the ring road, 
which I think is accepted. The second 
is that within that ring road there should 
be loop roads coming off the ring road 
towards the centre, allowing traffic which 
needs to do so to go to the centre but 
obliging the motorist who does not have 
to go to the centre to use the ring road, 
or in other words really making the ring 
road function as such. The third is to 
have a system of one-way streets which 
will enable vehicles to get to all points 
in the town centre, but so arranged that 
the motorist will not find it convenient 
to go through the centre. The fourth is 
to have enough car parks. 

MR. J. A. NEILL, AMICE: Mr. Harding 
suggests the use of suspension bridges. 
We might have a bridge half a mile long 
over the City, 150 or 200 feet up, with 
cars parked within the depth of the sus- 
pension bridge deck, up in the sky. There 
would be a depth of 30 to 40 feet which 
would provide a considerable amount of 
car parking space. Towers could be pro- 
vided say every quarter mile by which 
people could descend by lift, leaving 
their cars in the sky. I believe that for 
£2.000m. a solution on these lines to the 
traffic problem of London can be found. 

MR. G. B. PARKER, GRAD.ICE: I cannot 
agree with Mr. Harding and Mr. Neill. 
A suspension bridge is certainly a very 
beautiful structure and it has its place 
over a vast expanse of water, but the idea 
of dominating cities with such structures 
horrifies me. 

MR. R. J. GARDNER MEDWIN, FRIBA: A 
misconcepion, and a very important one, 
is the idea of the highway coming before 
the town plan, before the design of the 
area as a whole, or in other words a 
denial of the point which Mr. Gibberd 
made, that the highway is subservient to 
the town plan. What is essential is to 
create a civilised environment in our 
cities by the creation of the particular 
environment, commercial, domestic or 
whatever it may be. 

PROF. BASIL SPENCE, PRESIDENT, RIBA: 
I would remind you that the object of 
this meeting is co-operation, collabora- 
tion and understanding between the 
engineer and the architect. I can truly 
say that it is the wish of this Institute, 
and I am sure it must be the wish of the 
Civils, or they would not be here, that 
this should be furthered in the future.

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A Fresh Approach to 
Swimming Bath Design 


BY T. EDWIN BELT & JOHN SMITH, FRIBA 


THE TRADITIONAL SWIMMING BATH, com- 
prising shallow and deep ends, the latter 
provided with a diving stage, is a danger- 
ous and frustrating multi-purpose com- 
promise which prohibits the attainment of 
full satisfaction in any one of the aquatic 
pursuits. It is an arrangement which 
should no longer be continued. 

Learners’ ponds instead should be pro- 
vided by the Education Authorities, in 
furtherance of the intention that every 
scholar shall become a swimmer, and also 
will be available to the general public, in 
accordance with the Memorandum on the 
Education Act, 1944. Such ponds should 
be 3 ft. deep throughout. Public swim- 
ming and water-polo baths should be 6 ft. 
deep throughout. This depth will permit 
the provision of smaller baths of a maxi- 
mum length of 110 ft. and a width of 
60 ft., which will still encompass a full 
international size water-polo pitch. Only 
the occasional bath, which is intended for 
international swimming competition, need 
be 165 ft. long. 

Diving is basically a gymnastic pursuit, 
and predisposes the conjunctive amenity 
of a gymnasium, provided under the 
Physical Training & Recreation Act of 
1937. Only thus will some practical 
recognition be given to the fact that it is 
the gymnast who has an affinity to the 
art of diving, and not the swimmer. The 
facility will be the more readily available 
to that section of the community to whom 


it can give the most pleasure and satis- 
faction. 

This strict adherence to the principle 
of ‘fitness for the purpose’ will avoid 
unnecessary duplication of expenditure by 
Education and Baths Authorities, while 
at the same time providing specialist 
amenities for all sections of the com- 
munity at less cost. For example, the 
learners’ pond, freed of the expenditure 
implicit in the provision of an orthodox 
deep-end and diving stage, can be incor- 
porated the more readily within a firm 
capital cost for a new school. 

The demand for first-class diving and 
gymnastic facilities may be satisfied by 
the provision of one establishment per 
town. Suburban facilities, where the need 
arises, will consist of a 1 metre spring- 
board over a small 10-ft. deep pool. This 
is the apparatus required for an appren- 
ticeship to the art of diving—firmboards 
less than 5 metres high must never be 
provided in new pools. 

Additionally, it has been the practice 
to provide first and second-class baths 
within one establishment, and each bath 
of the same traditional design—a wasteful 
duplication of unsatisfactory provisions. 


Learners’ and Bathing Ponds 


These will be erected in conjunction 
with new schools, and also will form a 
part of new baths establishments, for the 
use of schools in their vicinity. Ponds 
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must be 3 ft. deep throughout, for the 
following reasons: 

A deep end is a handicap to both the 
pupil and his teacher, which mitigates 
against a successful outcome to the swim- 
ming lesson before ever the pupil enters 
the water. 

Warning notices, which usually state 
the depth of water at the deep end, serve 
only to increase in the pupil the conscious 
or subconscious fear of the new element. 
Fear produces a reflex action of tensity 
of the muscles, when it is the teacher’s 
intent to foster a state of relaxation, 
which is the condition paramount to 
aquatic sensibility. 

In a constant shallow depth of water, 
free confident movement is rendered 
possible, without the danger, and the 
consciousness of the danger, of accidents 
due to the pupil being precipitated out of 
his depth. It is not unknown for the 
pupil to surprise himself by an unwitting 
advance into deep water, purely by reason 
of a very worthy and successful concen- 
tration on the activity in hand. One or 
two strokes too many, and he can find 
himself out of his depth at the precise 
moment when the limit of his powers has 
been reached. 

In the absence of close supervision. a 
deep end is a further source of trouble, 
in that a display of thoughtless high 
spirits on the part of expert swimmers can 
easily result in the learner being pushed 
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Heavy lifting job...? 


Whatever you have to lift or move, you can hire the right plant 
from Wards who maintain one of the largest and most modern Hire Fleets 
in the country.

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out of his depth, or being deliberately 
buffeted into deep water. 

Again, it is all too easy for the enthusi- 
astic competitor in a schools’ swimming 
gala to overtax his resources in the excite- 
ment of the race, and if he can stand up, 
if necessary during the course of a race, 
then po personal harm, physical or 
mental, will result. The rules of the 
Amateur Swimming Association go so far 
as to cover this point, where it is stated 
that a competitor shall not disqualify him- 
self during the course of a race if he rests 
on the bottom of the bath. 

A handrail is generally considered to be 
a useful adjunct in the teaching of swim- 
ming. A bath of constant depth will allow 
of the handrail being fixed down the 
length of the bath, and it should not be 
fixed on the two ends. Disqualification 
during the course of a race for turning 
and/or finishing on the rail, instead of 
on the end of the bath, is annoying to 
all concerned, and the possibility is best 
negatived before it can arise. 

As the pond will be used for schools’ 
competitive swimming, the length should 
be an exact fraction of 110 yards (an 
approximation of 100 metres). 


Swimming and Water-Polo Baths 


The game of water-polo was originated 
in Britain in 1869, but we must go back 
to the year 1920 before we find a team 
from Great Britain in the first three of 
the Olympic water-polo championships. 
The results achieved bear a direct rela- 
tion to the standard of the facilities pro- 
vided. 

Our water-polo players can never be 
said to have a fair chance in international 
competition until they have the oppor- 
tunity to practice and train in a full-size 
field of play of constant depth. The frus- 


trating and annoying hold-ups in the 
game for ‘feet on the bottom’ will also 
become a rarity, in the absence of a shal- 
low end to the bath. The existent unwel- 
come lack of depth of water additionally 
gives to the game a lopsided and unvary- 
ing character, whereas the pattern of the 
game can undergo welcome variations in 
a constant 6 ft. depth of water, to the 
advantage of players and spectators alike. 

The field should also be marked out 
in the permanent materials of which 
the bath is constructed. The makeshift 
arrangements to be found at present must 
not be tolerated in the future. 

The swimmer, as well as the water-polo 
player, likes to cover successive lengths 
of the bath continuously, without inter- 
ruption, in training and for pleasure. The 
bath which embodies a shallow end is 
inevitably choked at that end with a con- 
gestion of bathers, learners, family parties 
and such, who will be much more happy 
in a bathing pond, as previously des- 
cribed. 

Diving boards are a potential danger 
to both swimmers and divers in a swim- 
ming bath, and a nuisance to swimmers. 

A pace-maker machine and underwater 
viewing windows will be standard pro- 
visions. 


Public Diving Pools 


The equipment required comprises 1- 
and 3-metre springboards, together with 
5-, 74- and 10-metre firmboards, over a 
17-ft. deep pool. The diver is a gymnast, 
and moreover, he requires the use of 
gymnastic apparatus for his training pur- 
poses. The gymnasium, therefore, must 
include a trampoline, a sandpit landing 
area for use in conjunction with a l-metre 
springboard, and weight-lifting facilities. 

The diving pool should be provided 
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with mechanical means for the agitation 
of the water surface, to minimise the risk 
of the diver miscalculating his distance 
from the water due to his becoming 
unsighted. 

Any form of possible distraction to the 
diver as he prepares for his take-off must 
be avoided. Spectators’ seats will not be 
planned to face the diving stage. Arti- 
ficial lights will be carefully arranged, 
and placed so as not to shine in his eyes. 
The diving stage will be so sited that the 
sun’s rays can only penetrate at the side 
and rear. Under these circumstances the 
diver will be able to concentrate on the 
correct execution of his movements, in 
practice; lack of concentration is a poten- 
tial danger to the diver himself, even in 
free water space, and does not assist him 
in his advancement in the art. 

It must be stressed that, after the 
English header from the bathside has 
been mastered, the next step is to learn 
the rudiments of diving technique from 
the l-metre springboard. As the lowest 
firmboard to be provided will be at a 
height of 5 metres, it will be the more 
obvious that one’s novitiate is served on 
the springboard. This is contrary to the 
situation in our existing baths, where the 
novice is faced with the challenge of a 
progressively-stepped firmboard diving 
stage, and proceeds, with a substitution 
of rising courage for developing skill, to 
spoil his chance of full enjoyment of the 
sport. 

Conclusion 


The modern baths establishment will 
comprise five separate recreational enti- 
ties—the pond, the bath, the pool, the 
gymnasium and the spectator-accommo- 
dation. This last will be self-contained 
and isolated from all the baths, on 
hygienic grounds. 


Housing for Old People 
More Attention ‘to Detail Needed 


A REVIEW of the work done by local 
authorities in regard to the housing of old 
people since the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government published their recom- 
mendations on the subject, was given to 
a meeting at the Housing Centre recently 
by MISS G. M. MCKENZIE, ARIBA, a member 
of the Ministry staff. 

Miss McKenzie said about 40 local 
authorities had started to build blocks of 
flats of types suitable for old people and 
by the end of 1960 a number of these 
blocks should be completed and occupied. 
Already, however, certain inferences had 
teen drawn from the blocks of flats so 
far built and from discussions with local 
authorities. 

One was in regard to the size of the 
blocks. It had been found during the 
past year that there was a need for some 
smaller blocks in certain places. A num- 
ber of rural authorities would like to 
build this type of accommodation and in 
many villages a block of six to ten units 
would be large enough to meet the needs 
of the old people. In some urban areas 
local authorities liked to distribute this 
type of accommodation throughout their 
housing estates, and in some high density 
redevelopment schemes it would be pos- 


sible to allow at least some of the old 
people to remain in their familiar neigh- 
bcurhood. 

Miss McKenzie said that in the supple- 
ment to their booklet on the housing of 
old people the Ministry had described and 
shown type plans of smaller blocks of 
flats and shown how local authorities who 
wanted to build larger blocks might like 
to consider grouping together some of the 
smaller ones. The second discovery 
made during the year was that the larger 
type of bed-sitting room with the bed 
recess was becoming the most popular 
unit, and was most generally being used 
in schemes now being built. 

Third, no evidence had appeared to 
bear out the contention that old people 
preferred the open coal fire for heating 
their rooms. Central heating was being 
installed in practically every scheme now 
being constructed, but Miss McKenzie 
thought more research into this subject 
was needed. More work should be done 
to assess the respective merits of the dif- 
ferent forms of central heating but there 
was no doubt that in the blocks of flats 
already occupied the tenants were very 
appreciative of having this type through- 
out the building. 


Miss McKenzie pleaded with architects 
and designers to pay more attention to 
detail when considering dwellings for old 
people. She saw a great many of the 
plans submitted to the Ministry and she 
was disappointed to find that little 
thought was being given to their physical 
limitations. She wished architects would 
imagine they themselves were old, with 
complaints such as rheumatism, weak 
heart and other ills from which the 
elderly suffered. She referred to such 
points in house design as slippery floors, 
Stairs that are too steep, wardrobes out 
of reach from the bed, cupboards out of 
reach and other ill-considered details of 
design. 


Miss McKenzie was preceded by a col- 
league in the Ministry, MISS M. EMPSON, 
who described the ideas which various 
people and organisations had evolved in 
relation to the housing of old people and 
which had led up to the compilation and 
issue of the Ministry’s recommendations. 
She said that 48,000 dwellings for old 
people had been completed by local 
authorities between the two wars. This 
was 4.2 per cent of all the municipal 
housing completed before 1939.

below are extracts from the paper given by Mr. Eric Bird, MBE, MC, 


ARIBA, on ‘ The Architect and Fire 


RECENTLY two departmeat stores suffered 
small outbreaks of fire. The results were 
so dissimilar and so directly attributable 
to differences in the planning and con- 
struction of the two buildings, that I 
think they merit examination. 

During January sales, a large store in 
London had its outbreak among some 
foam rubber mattresses and cushions in 
a first-floor stockroom. Later that year 
a store in Manchester had its outbreak 
in a fitting room, lined with hardboard, in 
the ladies’ dress department, also on the 
first floor. In the London store, the cus- 
tomers were unaware of the fire and busi- 
ness proceeded almost without hindrance. 
The Manchester store was completely 
destroyed. 

The London store was not destroyed 
because the building incorporated what 
is known as ‘structural fire protection.’ 
That is to say, all the floors and columns 
were of fire-resisting construction; these, 
together with fire walls and fire doors, 
had been used to design the whole build- 
ing as a series of fire-tight compartments. 
There were also sprinkler and fire-detec- 
tion systems. The outbreak was at once 
notified by the detector system; some 
sprinkler heads discharged; the staff shut 
the fire doors, thus isolating the fire. 
Shutting these doors also prevented 
smoke penetrating other compartments. 
Smoke in these, besides damaging goods 
and decorations, might well have caused 
a panic among the dense crowds of 
customers. 

The Manchester store had _ timber 
floors, carried on partially protected steel- 
work. There was no compartmenting, 
three stairways and all doorways being 
entirely unenclosed. There was a fire 
detector system, but no sprinklers. The 
fire quickly roared up an adjacent open 
stair and through the doorways to all 
parts of the building; a feature of this 
fire-spread was the carrying of flaming 
pieces of textile through the doorways by 
the fierce draught. The steelwork 
softened and levered down the walls, the 
main front falling into the street. Fortu- 
nately the store had just closed and there 
were no customers present. 

The London Fire Brigade were able 
easily to extinguish a fire that was con- 
fined and under attack by sprinklers. 
The Manchester Fire Brigade could do 
little more than prevent it spreading to 
other buildings. 

The outstanding lesson from this com- 
parison is that the purpose of structural 
fire protection is to maintain the conti- 
nuity of business. The compartmented 
building cannot be totally destroyed and 
the business conducted in it brought to 


Protection.’ 


a standstill. The worst that can happen 
is the gutting of one compartment. 

I have visited many commercial and 
industrial premises in various towns and 
have been astonished at the degree of 
blissful ignorance of many managements 
of the risk of total destruction in which 
they conduct their businesses. So little 
is this risk realised that I have seen 
buildings which are potential bonfires 
without even the primary protection of 
sprinkler systems—a form of protection 
which is specially designed for hazardous 
interiors. 

But, in recent years I have seen new 
buildings, especially in provincial towns, 
which have obviously been erected with 
little or no thought for fire protection. 
For example, I have seen many new in- 
dustrial buildings which have concrete 
floors carried on unprotected steelwork. 
A fire below such a floor, by softening the 
steelwork, can quickly cause the whole 
to collapse, and has indeed done so in 
many cases. The cost of protecting the 
steelwork with a lightweight protection 
of vermiculite, gypsum or asbestos is 
negligible compared with the value of the 
building and its contents. I have also 
seen reinforced concrete buildings which 
had no doors at staircases to arrest the 
spread of fire upwards and through the 
contents. I have seen any amount of 
combustible sheet materials used without 
fire-retardant treatment on ceilings and 
walls and even to line escape corridors. 


The Influence of Research 


Since 1935, when the Fire Research 
Station was opened, there has been car- 
ried out a great volume of research into 
the fire-resistance of elements of struc- 
ture—fioors, walls, columns, doors, etc. 
consisting of all the commonly-used 
building materials. We now know with 
certainty how to design and construct 
buildings, using elements of structure of 
known fire-resistance, as a series of com- 
partments. We know these buildings to 
be safe both for their human occupants 
and for the activities carried on in them, 
provided the occupants understand the 
nature of the protection afforded them 
and how to use it. 

Clearly, the degree of fire-resistance of 
the structural elements forming the com- 
partments should be related to the poten- 
tial intensity of the fire which can occur 
—termed the ‘fire load.’ Because the 
cost of building rises with the degree of 
protection provided, it would obviously 
be wasteful to provide a high grade of 
protection for a low fire load. Also, 
because the fire loads of most occupancies 
are fairly constant, it is possible, within 
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certain limits, to specify the grade of fire- 
resistance for « given occupancy. For 
exampie, it is now becoming accepted 
that an office occupancy requires struc- 
tural elements of 1 hour grade to form 
its compartmenting; a trade building, 
such as a department store, 2 hours; and 
a storage building, 4 hours. 

Factories have a great range of fire 
load. In some it is low, in others high. 
Storage buildings are somewhat akin to 
factories in that everything depends on 
the fire load of the contents. While a 
great mass of combustibles will require 
4 hours fire-resistance, some industries 
will have moderate, low, or even negli- 
gible fire loads in the buildings they use 
for storage. 

This technique of structural fire protec- 
tion is still fairly new. It is not yet fully 
understood by some architects. The 
Royal Institute of British Architects is 
well aware of this deficiency and is taking 
steps to remedy it. But it is far less well 
understood by the owners of industrial 
and business premises—with some excep- 
tions—who are inclined to give all their 
attention to production and sales con- 
siderations and little, if any, to the risk of 
total destruction by fire. There is some 
degree of conflict between the require- 
ments of production and sales and of 
structural fire protection, but I consider 
this conflict to be capable of reconcilia- 
tion. 


Practice in Compartmenting 


I know only too well that commerce 
and industry have inherited a vast mass 
of antiquated buildings as a legacy of the 
19th century, and of the early 20th cen- 
tury, when structural fire protection was 
not understood and there had been no 
fire research. While some buildings are 
beyond hope, there are many I have seen 
in which valuable improvements could 
be made, often at no great cost. 

From the point of view of planning a 
building for use, it is easy enough to 
design and construct an office building 
as a series of compartments. Indeed, 
some local authorities, notably the Lon- 
don County Council, require this to be 
done. Commonly, each storey forms a 
compartment. The frame of the building 
is of reinforced concrete or protected 
steelwork, the floors are of reinforced 
concrete or hollow clay block, the lift 
batteries and staircases are enclosed 
within fire-resisting walls and have self- 
closing fire-resisting doors. The gener- 
ally accepted cube of a compartment is 
250,000 cu. ft. These buildings have a 
high degree of safety. 

It is far less easy, indeed almost im- 
possible to use compartmenting in indus- 
trial buildings, especially those which 
have continuous conveyor processes. But 
it is both possible and desirable to en- 
close some sub-departments within com- 
partments. Raw materials stores, pattern 
stores, tool rooms, records stores, etc., 
can often be cut off in this way thus

them or out from them. 

I know that managements like to be 
able to alter plant layouts to meet the 
requirements of new models or items of 
plant, in consequence of which they dis- 
like fire walls of brickwork which are a 
dusty nuisance to alter. But today there 
are movable fire-resisting metal-framed 
Partitions on the market which can be 
taken down and reassembled. 


Acts of Parliament and By-laws 


Many owners of businesses argue that, 
if they have fulfilled the requirements of 
the local building by-laws and of the 
Factories Act regarding the construction 
and use of their buildings, they have 
done all that need be done. They over- 
look the fact that neither of these is at 
all concerned with preventing the com- 
plete destruction of the business. 

Some local authorities, especially those 
which have obtained private Acts of 
Parliament, are more stringent in their 
requirements than are others. 
opinion, the legislation governing fire pro- 
tection is still imperfect. It is haphazard 
in its coverage and depends on several 
unrelated Acts of Parliament. Perhaps 
more serious for architects are the varia- 
tions in interpretation of Acts and by- 
laws by the officers of different local 
authorities. These cause delays which 
are a great nuisance to architects and 
add to construction time. 

It is therefore unwise to rely solely on 
legislation, at any rate at the present time. 
It is far preferable to design and build 
according to sound structural fire protec- 
tion principles. Legal loopholes in any 
local authority area should be ignored; 
it may be perilous to take advantage of 
them. 

Of course it is cheaper to construct a 
building without structural fire protec- 
tion than with it. Timber floors cost less 
than those of reinforced concrete. Un- 
protected steelwork will carry its load 
(except in a fire) just as well without a 
fire-protecting encasement as with it. 
Self-closing doors on staircases are extras. 
Moreover, the taxation system, by favour- 
ing expenditure on maintenance as 
against capital expenditure, positively 
favours shoddy building. 

Generally, the building owner must 
make up his own mind whether prevent- 
ing the risk of total destruction of his 
business is worth the extra cost of com- 
partmenting, good construction and the 
installation of protective equipment such 
as sprinkler and fire detector systems. 
This is a matter for discussion with the 
owner’s architect. 

As production processes become in- 
creasingly mechanised, so are they be- 
coming horizontal in layout and there- 
fore housed in single-storey shed-type 
buildings. Even storage buildings, with 
the increasing use of truck stacking and 
crane handling are tending to be single 
storey. Of necessity these large build- 
ings cover great areas of ground. Up- 
wards of a million sq. ft. of floor in a 
single shed is not exceptional and they 
are being built in increasing numbers. 
These buildings present fire problems that 
are quite different from those of multi- 
storey buildings. 


But, in my, 


The roof is the dominant feature and 
its detail design is an important matter 
in respect of fire protection. In Great 
Britain the roof structure is commonly of 
steel trusses, lattice girders or space 
frame, carrying some form of sheeting or 
decking, with or without roof lights. 
Alternatively the framing may be of 
aluminium. The basic fact in regard to 
fire of this type of structure is that steel- 
work begins to fail at a temperature of 
450 degrees C. and aluminium at about 
225 degrees C. There have been plenty 
of cases where failure of steelwork has 
started within 15 to 30 minutes after the 
start of an outbreak of fire and of alumi- 
nium in correspondingly shorter periods. 

One must envisage the progress of 
events which follow an outbreak of fire 
at a point in the middle of a large shed 
building. At once a column of smoke 
and hot gases ascends to the roof. Assum- 
ing that the roof itself does not burn, the 
hot gases begin to heat the metal roof 
framing and the smoke begins to mush- 
room outwards and downwards. 

The smoke may become very thick, 
preventing firemen locating the exact 
seat of the fire. With such substances 
as burning rubber or oil, the whole in- 
terior may rapidly become entirely 
smoke-filled. The roof then begins to 
sag, driving firemen away from the seat 
of the fire, presuming they have been 
able to locate it in the first place. As 
collapse progresses, they are driven out 
of the building. Because the throw of a 
hose is only about 100 ft., much of the 
interior now becomes beyond hose range. 
Obviously it is useless throwing water a 
mere 100 ft. into a building covering 
several acres and the building is then 
doomed and, what is more important, so 
is the production process inside it. This 
progress of events has occurred again and 
again in fires in large shed-type buildings. 

Firemen must be able to fight the fire 
inside the building, for which this devas- 
tating chain of events must be arrested. 
Two things are necessary; the firemen 
must be able to see and the roof must 
be kept up as long as possible. 


Automatic Venting 


During the last few years, the practice 


of incorporating ventilators, which 
operate by fusible link, has grown up 
both in the United States and Great 
Britain. The aim is first to let out as 
much of the smoke as possible, and, 
second, to let out heat so that softening 
of the steelwork is delayed. The Fire 
Research Station has a large programme 
of work on this subject, from which we 
may expect to get guidance as to the 
optimum areas and distribution of vents 
in terms of the fire load of the occupancy. 

American research into automatic 
venting has indicated that its efficiency is 
increased by achieving some sort of 
chimney effect. For this it is recom- 
mended that the roof be subdivided into 
a series of inverted pockets, either by en- 
closing the trusses with an incombustible 
sheet material such as sheet steel or 
asbestos fire-resisting board, or by hang- 
ing curtains of these materials. They 
term these devices ‘ curtain boards.’ This 
pocketing of the underside of the roof 
with curtain boards both reduces the 
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mushrooming of smoke and helps to 
canalise heat and smoke towards the 
automatic vents. A depth of curtain board 
of as little as 6 ft. appears to be quite 
effective. 

In all steel-framed shed buildings I 
strongly recommend the protection of 
stanchions, even though the roof steel- 
work is not protected. There are two 
reasons for this. First, protection of 
stanchions is cheap and easy to apply. 
Second, it is when a stanchion or 
stanchions begin to fail that the building 
is virtually doomed. Protecting the stan- 
chions helps greatly to localise collapse in 
the roof framework. 


Roof Sheetings and Deckings 


On roof sheetings and deckings Mr. 
Bird made the following comments: 

1. The fire hazard of the factory occupancy 
must be the first consideration. A roof which 
would be hazardous over a process which 
is prone to- outbreaks of fire might be 
innocuous over one which is not, for 
example, a wet process. 

2. It is possible to provide shed roofs 
which are entirely non-combustible, but this 
greatly restricts the fields of choice open to 
the architect. Fibreboard is about the least 
expensive sheet insulating material, while 
bitumen is about the most economical pre- 
Servative coating to steel. Moreover, bitu- 
rainous sheeting is almost the only form of 
weather-resisting surface to steel decking 
systems. 

3. Questions of maintenance, condensation 
and of corrosion in marine and industrial 
atmospheres may have to be considered, as 
well as fire-behaviour. The design of indus- 
trial roofs is not the simple matter that many 
people suppose. 

4. Firemen should be able to get quickly 
into roof valleys or on to flat roof decks. No 
lightweight factory roof sheeting or deckin 
has a fire-resistance of much more than hal: 
an hour; most have far less. Hosing from 
the top to quench burning bitumen felt will 
be necessary. Dry rising external mains are 
a useful means of getting water to the roof 
for this. 


5. Automatic vents can also be made to be 
manually operated to provide additional 
ventilation in hot weather. 

Vertical production processes usually 
require multi-storey buildings. Because 
conveyor lines or chutes pass through the 
floors, it is not possible to design each 
storey as a fire compartment. Here the 
only really effective protection is a 
sprinkler system. 

Fire safety is achieved by early col- 
laboration between building owner and 
architect, while the building is still on 
the drawing board. Fire protection is 
but one of the many considerations which 
the architect should have in mind when 
designing a building. The too-prevalent 
practice of leaving it until the plans come 
to the local authority for approval results 
in makeshift arrangements and in delays. 

Of primary importance is the need for 
the building owner to study the fire risks 
of the occupancy of the building. Today, 
new substances and processes are coming 
into use, the fire hazards of which cannot 
be known to architects. The building 
should be designed for what is to go in 
it. It is dangerous to brush the whole 
subject of fire aside with the rash thought 
‘It could not happen to us.’ 

Finally, if a building is planned and 
constructed on sound structural fire- 
protection principles as a series of com- 
partments, there need be, in my opinion, 
no limit to its size or height from a fire- 
protection point of view.

Contractor’s Duty toa 
Trespasser During 
Demolitions 


By a Legal Correspondent 

THE COURT OF APPEAL have reversed the 
decision of Mr. Justice Cassels who 
awarded £7,500 and £107 respectively to 
an infant and her father for damage 
suffered by a six-year-old girl who fell 
through a glass skylight at Chilworth 
Mews which were being demolished by 
the defendants. 


Both Mr. Justice Cassels and the mem- 
bers of the Court of Appeal agreed that 
the girl was a trespasser, although in the 
Court of Appeal plaintiff’s counsel sought 
to claim by cross notice that she was a 
licensee. Mr. Justice Cassels held that 
the premises were an allurement because 
they were empty houses and an attraction 
to children. The Court of Appeal, how- 
ever, were only prepared to accept the 
fanlight as an attraction not an allure- 
ment. 


The most important point of distinc- 
tion made in the case by the Court of 
Appeal was that between the duty to a 
trespasser of a contractor and an occupier 
of premises. The duty of a contractor 
was based on whether there had been a 
breach of duty involving a negligent act 
or omission which the defendants could 
have avoided if they had foreseen the 
class of person who was likely to be on 
the land. The liability of an occupier 
only arose where injury was due to a 
wilful act involving something more than 
the absence of reasonable care. 


It was stated by Lord Justice Hodson 
that ‘the occupier was in a privileged 
position difficult to justify except on the 
footing that occupiers of land provided 
they left the land in a static condition 
would be put in an almost impossible 
position if their obligations to trespassers 
were put any higher than the law put 
them at the present time.’

Electricians’ Ban on Overtime 


MORE THAN 40,000 electricians employed 
by private companies on contracting work 
banned overtime from last Monday 
(March 28) in a dispute with the em- 
ployers over bonus payments. The 
Ministry are to appoint a mediator to 
help in continued joint talks between the 
employers and the Electrical Trades 
Union on the dispute, which is basically 
concerned with the question whether 
electricians should receive bonuses for 
increased output similar to those paid to 
other building workers.

Brighton Rejects Beach Heliport

planning committee was instructed to 
consider alternative sites. One of the 
principal objections to a beach heliport 
was the noise nuisance to seafront resi- 
dents and hotels.

I'l HAS BEEN STATED that our island 
is built on coal. It may with greater truth 
be said to be built on clay or brick earth, 
dis- 


for brickworks are far more evenly 


tributed geographically than are coal 


mines. Some of them follow the “ coal 


measures ** up and down the country, but 
many others are located either on the main 
clay beds which cross the country or on 
isolated pockets of clay or other materials 
which are highly suitable for brick making. 

Apart from a few large producers, most 
of the works are small or medium-sized, 


and for centuries many of them have 
largely sustained building operations in 
their respective areas. They are a great 
convenience to the builder, enabling him 
to pick up small loads at any time and to 
arrange deliveries in accordance with site 
requirements. 

The local brickworks is an asset to its 
locality. The bricks produced are of varied 
kinds, which both reflect and mould the 
character of the region’s buildings. In 
normal times, the works provide steady 
and healthy employment, and contribute 
on a substantial scale to the local rates. 

The spectacular rise in brick production, 
which enabled the country to carry out its 
vast building programme during the last 
decade, was only made possible by the 
ready co-operation of hundreds of these

small and medium-sized producers.

old works increased, both at the cost of 
considerable capital. ‘The whole approach 
to post-war building development has been 
imaginative and energetic, and the smaller 
manufacturers of the country may rightly 
feel that they have played an important 
part in the development programme. 

The present curtailment of building is 
producing serious repercussions on the 
smaller works. Large stocks of bricks are 
accumulating and if, as appears likely, the 
slackening in demand continues, its impact 
on the less well-endowed units of an 
industry geared to a high level of demand 
will be very serious indeed. 

Competition for the reduced volume of 
intense, and local 


business has become 


manufacturers are vying with producers 
outside their area. It is widely asserted 
that competition is good for trade, but it is 
a question whether, in the ultimate interest 
of the building industry and the com- 
munity, some preference should not be

industry contributing to local prosperity 


given to the local producer. 
is only possible if regional demand is 


addressed to regional supply, and a 
healthy local brick industry is essential to 
the building industry. 

Any large-scale closing of brickworks at 
the present time would not only seriously 
curtail future supplies; it might well place 
the building industry in a difficult position 
both as to supply and prices of bricks 
when the present building restrictions are 


removed.
